WHEREAS,  The  California  Department  of  Toxic  Substances  Control  has  recently 
determined  that  all  discarded  batteries  are  toxic  and  must  be  disposed  of  as  hazardous  waste;

WHEREAS,  California's  Universal  Waste  Rule  prohibits  the  disposal  of  all  household 
batteries  in  landfill  and  granted  a  temporary  exemption  from  this  landfill  ban  which  expires  on 
February  8,  2006;  and,

'Property")  in  order  to  assist  in  the  Project's  acquisition  and  to  ensure  the  long-term

WHEREAS,  The  Agency  and  the  Developer  have  entered  into  an  option  to  ground 
lease  agreement  and  intend  to  enter  into  a  ground  lease  agreement  ("the  Ground  Lease"),  in 
which  the  Agency  will  lease  the  Property  for  One  Dollar  ($1 .00)  per  year,  in  exchange  for  the 
Developer's  agreement,  among  other  things,  to  operate  the  Project  with  rent  levels  affordable 
to  Very  Low  Income  Households;  and 

WHEREAS,  Although  the  Property  could  command  a  higher  rent,  leasing  the  Property 
for  a  rent  in  excess  of  the  stated  rent  would  render  it  financially  infeasible  to  operate  the 
Project  and  remain  in  compliance  with  HUD  202  regulations  and  with  rent  levels  affordable  to 
Very  Low  Income  Households;  and 

WHEREAS,  Because  the  Property  was  purchased  with  tax  increment  money,  Section 
33433  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  requires  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  approval  of 
its  sale  or  lease,  after  a  public  hearing;  and 

WHEREAS,  Notice  of  the  public  hearing  has  been  published  as  required  by  Health  and 
Safety  Code  Section  33433;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Agency  prepared  and  submitted  a  report  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  Section  33433  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code,  including  a  copy  of  the 
proposed  Ground  Lease,  and  a  summary  of  the  transaction  describing  the  cost  of  the  Ground 
Lease  to  the  Agency,  the  value  of  the  property  interest  to  be  conveyed,  the  lease  price  and 
other  information  was  made  available  for  the  public  inspection;  now,  therefore,  be  it

Resolution  enacting  temporary  "Street  Closed  to  Vehicular  Traffic"  regulation  on 
Galvez  Street  between  Newhall  Street  and  Bayview  Plaza  Shopping  Center  from  7:30

WHEREAS,  Studies  show  that  low-income  communities  and  communities  of  color  such 
as  Bayview  Hunters  Point  suffer  from  the  lack  of  access  to  healthy  food  including  fresh 
produce;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  absence  of  neighborhood  supermarkets  makes  it  more  difficult  to 
purchase  nutritious,  affordable  food,  particularly  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Literacy  for  Environmental  Justice  has  found  that  less  than  five  percent

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  issued  and  sold,  to  date,  a  total  of  $40,495,000  Zoo  Facilities 
Bonds;  there  remains  approximately  $7,505,000  of  authorized  and  unissued  Zoo  Facilities 
Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  necessary  and  desirable  to  issue  an  amount  not  to  exceed  of  $7,505,000 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Zoo  Facilities  Bonds,  1997),  Series 
2005H  (the  "Series  2005H  Bonds");  and. 

WHEREAS,  The  Series  2005H  Bonds  are  being  issued  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing 
Resolution  and  Title  5,  Division  2,  Part  1 .  Chapter  3,  Article  4.5  of  the  California  Government 
Code  (the  "Act"),  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  a  duly  held  election;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  to  pay  certain  expenditures  in  connection  with  the  projects 
to  be  financed  by  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Series  2005H 
Bonds,  and  the  City  intends  to  reimburse  itself  and  to  pay  third  parties  for  such  prior 
expenditures  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1 .1 50-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  promulgated  under  the  Internal

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WHEREAS,  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  shall  constitute  authorization  of  the  Series

to  happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to  and  in  the  issuance  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds 
exist,  have  happened  and  have  been  performed  in  due  time,  form  and  manner  in  accordance 
with  applicable  law,  and  the  City  is  now  authorized  pursuant  to  its  Charter  and  applicable  law  to 
incur  indebtedness  in  the  manner  and  form  provided  in  this  Resolution. 

Section  3.  Documents.  The  documents  presented  to  this  Board  and  on  file  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors")  are 
contained  in  File  No.      Q5Q68Q  . 

Section  4.  Issuance  and  Sale  of  Series  2005H  Bonds.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the 
issuance  and  sale  of  not  to  exceed  $7,505,000  principal  amount  of  bonds  to  be  designated  as 
"City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Zoo  Facilities  Bonds,  1997), 
Series  2005H"  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Proposition  C  approved  by  the  voters  on  June  3, 
1 997.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "Director  of  Public 
Finance")  is  hereby  authorized  to  determine  the  sale  date,  the  maturity  dates  and  the  redemption 
dates  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds,  subject  to  the  following  terms  and  conditions:  (i)  the  Series 
2005H  Bonds  shall  not  have  a  true  interest  cost  in  excess  of  12%  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  the 
Official  Notice  of  Sale);  and  (ii)  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  shall  not  have  a  final  maturity  date  after 
2029.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  further  authorized  to  give  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  such 
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additional  or  other  series  designation  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  such 
series  from  every  other  series  and  from  other  bonds  issued  by  the  City. 

Section  5.  Execution,  Authentication  and  Registration  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds.  The 
Series  2005H  Bonds  shall  be  in  fully  registered  form  without  coupons  in  denominations  of  $5,000 
or  any  integral  multiple  thereof.  The  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  directed  to  cause  the  Series 
2005H  Bonds  to  be  prepared  in  sufficient  quantity  for  delivery  to  or  for  the  account  of  the 
purchaser  thereof  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  directed  to  cause  the 
blanks  therein  to  be  completed  in  accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  cause  the  seal 
of  the  City  to  be  reproduced  or  impressed  thereon,  to  procure  their  execution  by  the  proper 
officers  of  the  City  (including  by  facsimile  signature  if  necessary  or  convenient),  and  to  deliver  the 
Series  2005H  Bonds  when  so  executed  to  said  purchaser  in  exchange  for  the  purchase  price 
thereof,  all  in  accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  Series  2005H  Bonds  and  the  certificate  of  authentication  and  registration,  manually 
executed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "City  Treasurer")  and  the  form 
of  assignment  to  appear  thereon  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A  (a 
copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  which  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein)  with  necessary  or  appropriate  variations, 
omissions  and  insertions  as  permitted  or  required  by  this  Resolution. 

Only  such  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  as  shall  bear  thereon  a  certificate  of 
authentication  and  registration  in  the  form  herein  recited,  executed  by  the  City  Treasurer,  shall 
be  valid  or  obligatory  for  any  purpose  or  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution,  and  such 
certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer,  executed  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that 
the  Series  2005H  Bonds  so  authenticated  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  delivered 
hereunder  and  are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution. 
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The  City  Treasurer  shall  assign  a  distinctive  letter,  or  number,  or  letter  and  number  to 
each  Series  2005H  Bond  authenticated  and  registered  by  him  or  her  and  shall  maintain  a  record 
thereof  which  shall  be  available  for  inspection. 

Section  6.  Registration  Books.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  at  the 
office  of  the  City  Treasurer,  or  at  the  designated  office  of  any  registrar  appointed  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  sufficient  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds,  which 
shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection,  and  upon  presentation  for  such  purpose,  the  City 
Treasurer  shall,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  he  or  she  may  prescribe,  register  or 
transfer  or  cause  to  be  registered  or  transferred,  on  said  books,  Series  2005H  Bonds  as  herein 
provided.

Any  Series  2005H  Bonds  may  be  exchanged  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  for  a  like 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  other  authorized  denominations  of  the  same  interest  rate  and 
maturity. 

Whenever  any  Series  2005H  Bond  shall  be  surrendered  for  transfer  or  exchange,  the 
designated  City  officials  shall  execute  (as  provided  in  Section  5  hereof)  and  the  City  Treasurer 
shall  authenticate  and  deliver  a  new  Series  2005H  Bond  or  Series  2005H  Bonds  of  the  same 
interest  rate  and  maturity  in  a  like  aggregate  principal  amount.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  require 
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the  payment  by  any  bond  owner  requesting  any  such  transfer  of  any  tax  or  other  governmental 
charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such  transfer  or  exchange. 

No  transfer  or  exchange  of  Series  2005H  Bonds  shall  be  required  to  be  made  by  the  City 
Treasurer  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  (as  defined  herein)  next  preceding  each 
interest  payment  date  to  such  interest  payment  date  or  after  a  notice  of  redemption  shall  have 
been  mailed  with  respect  to  such  Series  2005H  Bond. 

Section  8.  Terms  of  the  Bonds;  General  Redemption  Provisions.  The  Series  2005H 
Bonds  shall  each  be  dated  the  first  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  are  sold 
or  such  other  date  (the  "Dated  Date")  as  specified  in  the  award  to  be  made  pursuant  to  Section 
13  hereof  (the  "Bond  Award").  The  Series  2005H  Bonds  shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date 
until  the  principal  is  paid  in  full  at  rates  to  be  determined  upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  2005H 
Bonds,  calculated  on  the  basis  of  a  360-day  year  comprised  of  twelve  30-day  months,  payable 
on  December  1 5,  2005,  and  semiannually  thereafter  on  June  15  and  December  1 5  of  each  year 
(or  such  other  dates  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award). 

The  principal  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States  of  America  to  the  owner  thereof,  upon  the  surrender  thereof  at  maturity  or  earlier 
redemption  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  interest  on  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  shall  be 
payable  in  like  lawful  money  to  the  person  whose  name  appears  on  the  bond  registration  books 
of  the  City  Treasurer  as  the  owner  thereof  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the  last  day  of  the 
month  immediately  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  (the  "Record  Date"),  whether  or  not  such 
day  is  a  Business  Day  (as  herein  defined). 

Each  Series  2005H  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  next 
preceding  the  date  of  authentication  thereof  unless  it  is  authenticated  as  of  a  day  during  the 
period  from  the  Record  Date  next  preceding  any  interest  payment  date  to  the  interest  payment 
date,  inclusive,  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  such  interest  payment  date,  or  unless  it 
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is  authenticated  on  or  before  [November  30,  2005  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated  in 
the  Bond  Award),  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date;  provided,  however, 
that  if,  at  the  time  of  authentication  of  any  Series  2005H  Bond,  interest  is  in  default  on  the  Series 
2005H  Bonds,  such  Series  2005H  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  to 
which  interest  has  previously  been  paid  or  made  available  for  payment  on  the  Series  2005H_ 
Bonds  or  from  the  Dated  Date  if  the  first  interest  payment  is  not  made.  Except  as  may  be 
otherwise  provided  in  connection  with  any  book-entry  only  system  applicable  to  the  Series 
2005H  Bonds,  payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Series  2005H  Bond  shall  be  made  by  check 
mailed  on  the  interest  payment  date  to  such  owner  at  such  owner's  address  as  it  appears  on  the 
registration  books  as  of  the  Record  Date;  provided,  however,  if  any  interest  payment  date  occurs 
on  a  day  that  banks  in  California  or  New  York  are  closed  for  business  or  the  New  York  Stock 
Exchange  is  closed  for  business,  then  such  payment  shall  be  made  on  the  next  succeeding  day 
that  banks  in  both  California  and  New  York  are  open  for  business  and  the  New  York  Stock 
Exchange  is  open  for  business  (a  "Business  Day");  and  provided,  further,  that  the  registered 
owner  of  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  at  least  $1 ,000,000  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  may 
submit  a  written  request  to  the  City  Treasurer  on  or  before  a  Record  Date  preceding  an  interest 
payment  date  for  payment  of  interest  by  wire  transfer  to  a  commercial  bank  located  within  the 
United  States.  For  so  long  as  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  are  held  in  book-entry  form  by  a 
securities  depository  selected  by  the  City  pursuant  to  Section  1 1  hereof,  payment  may  be  made 
to  the  registered  owner  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  designated  by  such  securities  depository  by 
wire  transfer  of  immediately  available  funds. 

The  Series  2005H  Bonds  maturing  on  or  before  June  15,  2012  (or  such  other  date  as 
may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award)  shall  not  be  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to 
maturity.  The  Series  2005H  Bonds  maturing  on  or  after  June  1 5,  201 3  (or  such  other  date  as 
may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award)  are  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to  their 
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respective  stated  maturities,  at  the  option  of  the  City,  from  any  source  of  available  funds,  as  a 
whole  or  in  part  on  any  date  (with  the  maturities  to  be  redeemed  to  be  determined  by  the  City 
and  by  lot  within  a  maturity)  on  or  after  June  1 5,  201 2  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated 
in  the  Bond  Award),  at  redemption  prices  equal  to  102%  of  the  principal  amount  redeemed  in  the 
first  year  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  are  subject  to  optional  redemption  (with  such  redemption  price 
declining  to  100%  at  the  rate  of  1 .0%  annually),  together  with  accrued  interest  to  the  date  of 
redemption,  or  such  other  redemption  prices  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award. 

The  Series  2005H  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  at  par,  by  lot,  in  any 
year  for  which  the  purchaser  thereof  has  designated  that  the  principal  amount  payable  with 
respect  to  that  year  shall  constitute  a  mandatory  sinking  fund  payment  as  permitted  by  the 
Official  Notice  of  Sale  (as  more  fully  described  in  Section  13  hereof).  Any  Series  2005H  Bonds 
subject  to  mandatory  redemption  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  Bond  Award.  The  principal 
and  interest  on  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the 
Series  2005H  Bond  Account,  pursuant  to  Section  9  hereof.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory 
redemption  for  the  Series  2005H  Bonds,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  the  Series  2005H 
Bonds  for  mandatory  redemption,  the  City  may  apply  such  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series 
2005H  Bond  Account  (as  defined  in  Section  9  hereof)  to  make  such  payment  to  the  purchase  of 
Series  2005H  Bonds  subject  to  such  redemption  at  public  or  private  sale,  as  and  when  and  at 
such  prices  not  in  excess  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  (including  sales  commission  and  other 
charges  but  excluding  accrued  interest),  as  the  City  may  determine. 

Whenever  less  than  all  the  outstanding  Series  2005H  Bonds  maturing  on  any  one  date 
are  called  for  redemption  on  any  one  date,  the  City  Treasurer  will  select  the  Series  2005H  Bonds 
or  portions  thereof,  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  thereof,  to  be  redeemed 
from  the  outstanding  Series  2005H  Bonds  maturing  on  such  date  not  previously  selected  for 
redemption,  by  lot,  in  any  manner  which  the  City  Treasurer  deems  fair.  The  date  on  which  the 
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Series  2005H  Bonds  which  are  called  for  redemption  are  to  be  presented  for  redemption  is 
herein  sometimes  called  the  "redemption  date."  The  City  Treasurer  shall  mail,  or  cause  to  be 
mailed,  notice  of  any  redemption  of  Series  2005H  Bonds,  postage  prepaid,  to  the  respective 
registered  owners  thereof  at  the  addresses  appearing  on  the  bond  registration  books  not  less 
than  thirty  (30)  nor  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  redemption  date.  The  notice  of 
redemption  shall  (a)  state  the  redemption  date;  (b)  state  the  redemption  price;  (c)  state  the  dates 
of  maturity  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  and,  if  less  than  all  of  any  such  maturity  is  called  for 
redemption,  the  distinctive  numbers  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be 
redeemed,  and  in  the  case  of  Series  2005H  Bonds  redeemed  in  part  only,  the  respective 
portions  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  to  be  redeemed;  (d)  state  the  CUSIP  number,  if  any,  of 
each  Series  2005H  Bond  to  be  redeemed;  (e)  require  that  such  Series  2005H  Bonds  be 
surrendered  by  the  owners  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (f)  give 
notice  that  interest  on  such  Series  2005H  Bonds  will  cease  to  accrue  after  the  designated 
redemption  date. 

The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2005H  Bond  of  notice  of  such  redemption 
shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice,  or  any  defect 
in  such  notice  so  mailed,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings  for  the  redemption  of 
such  Series  2005H  Bonds  or  the  cessation  of  accrual  of  interest  on  such  Series  2005H  Bonds  on 
the  redemption  date. 

Notice  of  such  redemption  also  shall  be  given,  or  caused  to  be  given,  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  by  (i)  registered  or  certified  mail,  postage  prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile 
transmission  or  (iii)  overnight  delivery  service,  to  (a)  all  organizations  registered  with  the 
Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  as  securities  depositories  and  (b)  such  other  services 
or  organizations  as  may  be  required  in  accordance  with  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate 
described  in  Section  18  hereof. 
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The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer,  or  any 
agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed  agent  of 
the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  owner  of  any  Series  2005H  Bond  in 
accordance  with  this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all  parties. 

At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  or  the  Controller  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the 
"Controller")  determines  to  optionally  call  and  redeem  any  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds,  the  City 
Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall  establish  a  redemption  account  to  be  described  or  known  as 
the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Zoo  Facilities  Bonds,  1997),  Series  2005H  Redemption  Account" 
(the  "Series  2005H  Redemption  Account")  and  prior  to  or  on  the  redemption  date  there  must  be 
set  aside  in  said  Series  2005H  Redemption  Account  moneys  available  for  the  purpose  and 
sufficient  to  redeem  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  designated  in  said 
notice  of  redemption,  subject  to  rescission  as  hereinafter  provided.  Said  moneys  must  be  set 
aside  in  the  Series  2005H  Redemption  Account  solely  for  the  purpose  of,  and  shall  be  applied  on 
or  after  the  redemption  date  to,  payment  of  the  redemption  price  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  to 
be  redeemed  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  such  Series  2005H  Bonds.  Any  interest  due 
on  or  prior  to  the  redemption  date  may  be  paid  from  the  Series  2005H  Bond  Account  as  provided 
in  Section  9  hereof  or  from  the  Series  2005H  Redemption  Account.  Moneys  held  from  time  to 
time  in  the  Series  2005H  Redemption  Account  shall  be  invested  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant 
to  the  City's  policies  and  guidelines  for  investment  of  General  Fund  moneys.  If,  after  all  of  the 
Series  2005H  Bonds  have  been  redeemed  and  canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are 
moneys  remaining  in  said  Series  2005H  Redemption  Account,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred 
to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  or  to  such  other  fund  or  account  as  required  by  applicable  law; 
provided,  however,  that  if  said  moneys  are  part  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  bonds,  said  moneys 
shall  be  transferred  pursuant  to  the  resolution  authorizing  such  refunding  bonds. 
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When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given,  substantially  as  provided  herein,  and 
when  the  amount  necessary  for  the  redemption  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  called  for  redemption 
(principal  and  premium,  if  any)  is  set  aside  for  that  purpose  in  said  Series  2005H  Redemption 
Account,  as  provided  herein,  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall  become 
due  and  payable  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  thereof,  and  upon  presentation  and  surrender 
of  said  Series  2005H  Bonds  at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption,  such  Series 
2005H  Bonds  shall  be  redeemed  and  paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of  said  Series  2005H 
Redemption  Account.  No  interest  will  accrue  on  such  Series  2005H  Bonds  called  for  redemption 
after  the  redemption  date  and  the  registered  owners  of  such  Series  2005H  Bonds  shall  look  for 
payment  of  such  Series  2005H  Bonds  only  to  said  Series  2005H  Redemption  Account.  All 
Series  2005H  Bonds  redeemed  shall  be  canceled  forthwith  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall  not 
be  reissued. 

The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  and  notice  thereof  for  any  reason  on  any 
date  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  by  causing  written  notice  of  the  rescission  to  be  given 
to  the  owners  of  all  Series  2005H  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption.  Any  optional  redemption  and 
notice  thereof  shall  be  rescinded  if  for  any  reason  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  funds  are  not 
or  will  not  be  available  in  the  Series  2005H  Redemption  Account  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  in 
full  on  said  date  the  principal  of,  interest,  and  any  premium  due  on  the  Series  2005H  Bonds 
called  for  redemption.  Notice  of  rescission  of  redemption  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner 
notice  of  redemption  was  originally  given.  The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2005H 
Bond  of  notice  of  such  rescission  shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and  failure  to 
receive  such  notice  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the 
rescission. 

Section  9.  Series  2005H  Bond  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the 
City  Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Zoo  Facilities  Bonds, 
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1997)  Bond  Account  (the  "Bond  Account")  created  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to 
be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Zoo  Facilities  Bonds,  1997),  Series  2005H 
Bond  Account  (the  "Series  2005H  Bond  Account"),"  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all 
other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2005H 
Bond  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  2005H  Bond  Account. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  the  Series 
2005H  Bonds  is  due,  including  any  Series  2005H  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on 
said  date,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series  2005H  Bond  Account, 
from  amounts  held  in  the  Series  2005H  Bond  Account,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any 
available  moneys  contained  in  the  Series  2005H  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal 
and  interest  on  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  on  such  date. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Series  2005H  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  at  the 
option  of  the  City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and  deposit 
in  the  Series  2005H  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account  pursuant 
to  Section  9  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available 
moneys  contained  in  the  Series  2005H  Redemption  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal, 
interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  such  Series  2005H  Bonds  on  such  date.  The  City  Treasurer 
may  make  such  other  provision  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  and  any  redemption 
premium  on  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  as  is  necessary  or  convenient  to  permit  the  optional 
redemption  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2005H  Bond  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2005H  Bond  Account  with  other  City  moneys 
or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2005H  Bond  Account  into  a  separate  fund  or  funds 
for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series 
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2005H  Bond  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such 
commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer.  Any  bid  premium  or  accrued  interest 
received  upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Series  2005H 
Bond  Account. 

Section  10.  Project  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City  Treasurer  a 
special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Zoo  Facilities  Bonds,  1997)  Project 
Account  (the  "Project  Account")  created  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be 
designated  the  "Genera!  Obligation  Bonds  (Zoo  Facilities  Bonds,  1997),  Series  2005H  Project 
Account"  (the  "Series  2005H  Project  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other 
accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2005H  Project 
Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  2005H  Project  Account.  Amounts  in  the  Series  2005H 
Project  Account  shall  be  expended  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing 
Resolution  for  the  acquisition,  renovation  and  construction  of  the  Project  (as  defined  in  the 
Authorizing  Resolution). 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2005H  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of 
the  City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer 
may  commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2005H  Project  Account  with  other  City 
moneys  or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2005H  Project  Account  into  a  separate  fund 
or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the 
Series  2005H  Project  Account  (including  interest  earnings)  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for 
separately  notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the 
Series  2005H  Bonds.  Costs  of  issuance  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  shall  include,  without 
limitation,  bond  and  financial  printing  expenses,  mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating 
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agency  fees,  the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying  agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants  and 
bond  counsel  and  the  reimbursement  of  departmental  expenses  in  connection  with  the 
issuance  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds. 

Section  1 1 .  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem 
desirable  and  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  8  hereof  relating  to  registration  of  ownership  of 
the  Series  2005H  Bonds,  and  payments  and  redemption  notices  to  owners  of  the  Series  2005H 
Bonds  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of  such  depository.  The  City 
will  not  have  any  responsibility  or  obligation  to  any  purchaser  of  a  beneficial  ownership  interest  in 
any  Series  2005H  Bonds  or  to  any  participants  in  such  a  depository  with  respect  to  (i)  the 
accuracy  of  any  records  maintained  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein;  (ii) 
any  notice  that  is  permitted  or  required  to  be  given  to  the  owners  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds 
under  this  Resolution;  (iii)  the  selection  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of 
any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event  of  a  partial  redemption  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds; 
(iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  amount  with 
respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption  premium,  if  any,  or  interest  due  with  respect  to  the  Series 
2005H  Bonds;  (v)  any  consent  given  or  other  action  taken  by  such  securities  depository  as  the 
owner  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds;  or  (vi)  any  other  matter. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  agents 
as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable  law  and 
under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent,  fiscal 
agent,  rebate  calculation  agent  or  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  or  may 
assist  the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the 
City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
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City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents  appointed 
pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  12.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Series  2005H 
Bonds  may  be  provided  for  prior  to  such  Series  2005H  Bonds'  respective  stated  maturities  by 
irrevocably  depositing  with  the  City  Treasurer  (or  any  commercial  bank  or  trust  company 
designated  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrow  agent  with  respect  thereto): 

(a)  An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  such  Series 
2005H  Bonds  or  a  portion  thereof,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except  that  in  the 
case  of  Series  2005H  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  such  Series  2005H  Bonds' 
respective  stated  maturities  and  in  respect  of  which  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  have  been 
given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have 
been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be  deposited  shall  be  the  principal  amount  thereof,  all 
unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the  redemption  date,  and  any  premium  due  on  such  redemption  date; 
or 

(b)  Defeasance  Securities  (as  herein  defined)  not  subject  to  call,  except  as 
provided  below  in  the  definition  thereof,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and  in  such 
amounts,  together  with  interest  earnings  and  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without  reinvestment,  as 
certified  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  and 
all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  redemption  date,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  any  premium 
due  on  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  to  be  paid  or  redeemed,  as  such  principal  and  interest  come 
due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to 
maturity,  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  be  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an 
irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City;  then,  all  obligations  of 
the  City  with  respect  to  said  outstanding  Series  2005H  Bonds  shall  cease  and  terminate,  except 
only  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  funds  deposited  pursuant  to 
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paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  1 2,  to  the  owners  of  said  Series  2005H  Bonds  all  sums  due 
with  respect  thereto;  provided,  that  the  City  shall  have  received  an  opinion  of  nationally 
recognized  bond  counsel,  that  provision  for  the  payment  of  said  Series  2005H  Bonds  has  been 
made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  12. 

For  purpose  of  this  Section  12,  "Defeasance  Securities"  shall  mean  any  of  the  following 
which  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for  the  moneys 
proposed  to  be  invested  therein: 

(1 )  United  States  Obligations  (as  herein  defined);  and 

(2)  Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the  following 
conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity,  or  the 
trustee  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling  and  redemption  and  the 
issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than  as  set  forth  in  such 
instructions;  (b)  the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  and/or  United  States  Obligations; 

(c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States  Obligations  (plus  any  cash  in  the  escrow 
fund  or  the  redemption  account)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  municipal  obligations; 

(d)  the  United  States  Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the  municipal  obligations  are  held  by  the 
City  Treasurer  or,  if  appointed  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  Section  1 1  hereof,  an  escrow 
agent  or  trustee;  (e)  the  United  States  Obligations  are  not  available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims, 
including  those  against  the  trustee  or  escrow  agent;  and  (f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated, 
at  the  time  of  original  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund,  the  highest  ratings  category  by  any  two  of  the 
three  Rating  Agencies  (as  defined  herein). 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12.  "United  States  Obligations"  shall  mean  (i)  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds  which 
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have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry  form  or 
(ii)  any  security  issued  by  an  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States  of  America  which  is 
selected  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  that  results  in  the  escrow  fund  being  rated  the  highest 
ratings  category  by  any  two  of  the  three  Rating  Agencies  (as  defined  herein)  at  the  time  of  the 
initial  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund  and  upon  any  substitution  or  subsequent  deposit  to  the  escrow 
fund. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "Rating  Agencies"  shall  mean  Moody's  Investors  Service, 
Inc.  ("Moody's"),  Fitch  Ratings  ("Fitch"),  and  Standard  and  Poor's  Rating  Services,  a  division  of 
The  McGraw-Hill  Companies,  Inc.  ("S&P"),  or  any  other  nationally-recognized  bond  rating 
agency  which  is  the  successor  to  any  of  the  foregoing  rating  agencies. 

Section  1 3.  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting 
bids  for  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the 
Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids  for  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  with  such  changes,  additions  and 
modifications  as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof. 

Proposals  shall  be  received  on  the  date  designated  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance 
pursuant  to  Section  4  hereof.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  cause  to  be  mailed  or  otherwise  circulated  to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Series  2005H_ 
Bonds  copies  of  said  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as 
may  be  acceptable  to  the  Director  of  Public  Finance. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  award  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  to  the  bidder 
whose  bid  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the  City,  all  in  accordance  with  the 
procedures  described  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  Controller  shall  provide  a  copy  of  the 
Series  2005H  Bond  Award  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
the  Director  of  Public  Finance;  provided,  however,  that  failure  to  provide  such  copies  shall  not 
affect  the  validity  of  the  Series  2005H  Bond  Award. 

The  form  of  proposed  Notice 
of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Notice 
of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  cause  said  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions 
as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof,  to  be  published  once  in  The  Bond  Buyer 
or  another  financial  publication  generally  circulated  throughout  the  State  of  California. 

Section  15.  Solicitation  of  Competitive  Bids.  This  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  solicitation 
of  competitive  bids  for  the  purchase  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  on  the  date  and  at  the  place 
determined  in  accordance  with  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  herein  referenced. 

Section  16.  Official  Statement.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Statement  describing  the 
Series  2005H  Bonds  (the  "Official  Statement")  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and 
adopted  as  the  Official  Statement  describing  the  Series  2005H  Bonds,  with  such  additions, 
corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in 
accordance  with  Section  19  hereof.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  the  distribution 
of  a  Preliminary  Official  Statement  deemed  final  for  purposes  of  Rule  15c2-12  of  the  Securities 
Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  and  to  sign  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  The  Controller  is 
hereby  further  authorized  and  directed  to  sign  the  final  Official  Statement.  The  Director  of  Public 
Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed  to  prospective 
bidders  for  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  copies  of  the  Official  Statement  in  substantially  the  form  of 
the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  approved  and  adopted  hereby,  as  completed,  supplemented, 
corrected  or  revised. 

Section  17.  Tax  Covenants,  (a)    General.  The  City  hereby  covenants  with  the  holders 
of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  that,  notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Resolution,  it 
shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action 
would  adversely  affect  the  exclusion  from  gross  income  of  interest  on  the  Series  2005H 
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Bonds  under  Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  "Code"),  and  the 
regulations  issued  thereunder,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time,  and  any 
successor  provisions  of  law.  Reference  to  a  particular  section  of  the  Code  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  a  reference  to  any  successor  to  any  such  section.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly, 
use  or  permit  the  use  of  proceeds  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  or  any  of  the  property  financed

To  that  end,  so  long 
as  any  Series  2005H  Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  City,  with  respect  to  such  proceeds  and 
property  and  such  other  funds,  will  comply  with  applicable  requirements  of  the  Code  and  all 
regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  and  under 
Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended  (the  "1954  Code"),  to  the 
extent  such  requirements  are,  at  the  time,  applicable  and  in  effect.  The  City  shall  establish 
reasonable  procedures  necessary  to  ensure  continued  compliance  with  Section  141  of  the 
Code  (or,  if  applicable,  the  1954  Code)  and  the  continued  qualification  of  the  Series  2005H 
Bonds  as  "governmental  bonds." 
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(c)  Arbitrage.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use 
of  any  proceeds  of  any  Series  2005H  Bonds,  or  of  any  property  financed  or  refinanced 
thereby,  or  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  action,  that  would  cause  the 
Series  2005H  Bonds  to  be  "arbitrage  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  148  of  the  Code. 
To  that  end,  the  City  shall  comply  with  all  requirements  of  Section  148  of  the  Code  and  all 
regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  to  the  extent 
such  requirements  are,  at  the  time,  in  effect  and  applicable  to  the  Series  2005H  Bonds. 

(d)  Federal  Guarantee.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  Series  2005H  Bonds  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  other 
action,  that  would  cause  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  to  be  "federally  guaranteed"  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  149(b)  of  the  Code. 

(e)  Compliance  with  Tax  Certificate.  In  furtherance  of  the  foregoing  tax 
covenants  of  this  Section  17,  the  City  covenants  that  it  will  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Tax  Certificate  to  be  executed  by  the  City,  dated  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Series  2005H 
Bonds,  as  it  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time  (herein  called  the  "Tax  Certificate").  This 
covenant  shall  survive  payment  in  full  or  defeasance  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds. 

Section  18.  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  issued  by  the  City  to  permit  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  to 
comply  with  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  Rule  15c2-12  promulgated  under  the 
Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and 
adopted  as  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions 
as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof. 
The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate 
on  behalf  of  the  City  and  deliver  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  to  the  original  purchasers 
of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds. 
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Section  19.  Modification  to  Documents.  Any  City  official  authorized  by  this  Resolution  to 
execute  any  document  is  hereby  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  to 
approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  to  the  document  or 
documents  such  official  is  authorized  to  execute  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  (provided 
that  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  shall  not  authorize  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  Series  2005H  Bonds  in  excess  of  $7,505,000  or  conflict  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  4  hereof).  The  approval  of  any  change,  addition,  amendment  or  modification  to  any  of 
the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of 
the  document  in  question. 

Section  20.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  officials,  employees  and  agents 
of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds  are  hereby 
approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  21.  Relationship  to  Authorizing  Resolution.  In  the  event  of  any  conflict  between 
this  Resolution  and  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  the  terms  of  this  Resolution  shall  control.

consents,  and  other  documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this 
resolution,  including  but  not  limited  to  letters  of  representations  to  any  depository  or  depositories 
which  they  or  any  of  them  might  deem  necessary  or  appropriate  in  order  to  consummate  the 
lawful  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Series  2005H  Bonds.

WHEREAS,  The  Series  2005G  Bonds  are  being  issued  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing 
Resolution  and  Title  5,  Division  2,  Part  1 ,  Chapter  3,  Article  4.5  of  the  California  Government 
Code  (the  "Act"),  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  a  duly  held  election;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  to  pay  certain  expenditures  in  connection  with  the  projects 
to  be  financed  by  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Series  2005G 
Bonds,  and  the  City  intends  to  reimburse  itself  and  to  pay  third  parties  for  such  prior 
expenditures  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  promulgated  under  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  "Treasury  Regulations  ')  requires  the  City  to  declare  its  reasonable 
official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures  with  the  proceeds  of  a  subsequent  borrowing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Treasury  Regulations  require  that  any  reimbursement  allocation  of 
proceeds  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  to  be  made  with  respect  to  expenditures  incurred  prior  to 
the  issuance  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  will  occur  not  later  than  eighteen  (18)  months  after  the 
later  of  (i)  the  date  on  which  the  expenditure  is  paid  or  (ii)  the  date  on  which  the  facilities  are 
placed  in  service,  but  in  no  event  later  than  three  (3)  years  after  the  expenditure  is  paid;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  shall  constitute  authorization  of  the  Series 
2005G  Bonds  within  the  meaning  of  Section  864  of  the  California  Code  of  Civil  Procedure;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Conditions  Precedent.  All  conditions,  things  and  acts  required  by  law  to  exist, 
to  happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to  and  in  the  issuance  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds 
exist,  have  happened  and  have  been  performed  in  due  time,  form  and  manner  in  accordance 
with  applicable  law,  and  the  City  is  now  authorized  pursuant  to  its  Charter  and  applicable  law  to 
incur  indebtedness  in  the  manner  and  form  provided  in  this  Resolution. 

Section  3.  Documents.  The  documents  presented  to  this  Board  and  on  file  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors")  are 
contained  in  File  No.  Q5Q681  . 

Section  4.  Issuance  and  Sale  of  Series  2005G  Bonds.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the 
issuance  and  sale  of  not  to  exceed  $45,000,000  $34.000.000  principal  amount  of  bonds  to  be 
designated  as  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Branch  Library 
Facilities  Improvement  Bonds,  2000),  Series  2005G"  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Proposition  A 
approved  by  the  voters  on  November  7,  2000.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  or  his 
or  her  designee  (the  "Director  of  Public  Finance")  is  hereby  authorized  to  determine  the  sale 
date,  the  maturity  dates  and  the  redemption  dates  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds,  subject  to  the 
following  terms  and  conditions:  (i)  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  shall  not  have  a  true  interest  cost  in 
excess  of  12%  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale);  and  (ii)  the  Series  2005G 
Bonds  shall  not  have  a  final  maturity  date  after  2029.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  further 
authorized  to  give  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  such  additional  or  other  series  designation  as  may 
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be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  such  series  from  every  other  series  and  from  other 
bonds  issued  by  the  City. 

Section  5.  Execution,  Authentication  and  Registration  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds.  The 
Series  2005G  Bonds  shall  be  in  fully  registered  form  without  coupons  in  denominations  of 
$5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  thereof.  The  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  directed  to  cause  the 
Series  2005G  Bonds  to  be  prepared  in  sufficient  quantity  for  delivery  to  or  for  the  account  of  the 
purchaser  thereof  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  directed  to  cause  the 
blanks  therein  to  be  completed  in  accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  cause  the  seal 
of  the  City  to  be  reproduced  or  impressed  thereon,  to  procure  their  execution  by  the  proper 
officers  of  the  City  (including  by  facsimile  signature  if  necessary  or  convenient),  and  to  deliver  the 
Series  2005G  Bonds  when  so  executed  to  said  purchaser  in  exchange  for  the  purchase  price 
thereof,  all  in  accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  Series  2005G  Bonds  and  the  certificate  of  authentication  and  registration,  manually 
executed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "City  Treasurer")  and  the  form 
of  assignment  to  appear  thereon  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A  (a 
copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  which  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein)  with  necessary  or  appropriate  variations, 
omissions  and  insertions  as  permitted  or  required  by  this  Resolution. 

Only  such  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  as  shall  bear  thereon  a  certificate  of 
authentication  and  registration  in  the  form  herein  recited,  executed  by  the  City  Treasurer,  shall 
be  valid  or  obligatory  for  any  purpose  or  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution,  and  such 
certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer,  executed  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that 
the  Series  2005G  Bonds  so  authenticated  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  delivered 
hereunder  and  are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution. 
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The  City  Treasurer  shall  assign  a  distinctive  letter,  or  number,  or  letter  and  number  to 
each  Series  2005G  Bond  authenticated  and  registered  by  him  or  her  and  shall  maintain  a  record 
thereof  which  shall  be  available  for  inspection. 

Section  6.  Registration  Books.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  at  the 
office  of  the  City  Treasurer,  or  at  the  designated  office  of  any  registrar  appointed  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  sufficient  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds,  which 
shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection,  and  upon  presentation  for  such  purpose,  the  City 
Treasurer  shall,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  he  or  she  may  prescribe,  register  or 
transfer  or  cause  to  be  registered  or  transferred,  on  said  books,  Series  2005G  Bonds  as  herein 
provided.  The  City  and  the  City  Treasurer  may  treat  the  registered  owners  of  the  Series  2005G 
Bonds  as  the  absolute  owners  thereof  for  all  purposes,  and  the  City  and  the  City  Treasurer  shall 
not  be  affected  by  any  notice  to  the  contrary. 

Section  7.  Transfer  or  Exchange  of  Bonds.  Any  Series  2005G  Bond  may,  in  accordance 
with  its  terms,  be  transferred  upon  the  books  required  to  be  kept  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  6  hereof,  by  the  person  in  whose  name  it  is  registered,  in  person  or  by  the  duly 
authorized  attorney  of  such  person  in  writing,  upon  surrender  of  such  Series  2005G  Bond  for 
cancellation,  accompanied  by  delivery  of  a  duly  executed  written  instrument  of  transfer  in  a  form 
approved  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Any  Series  2005G  Bonds  may  be  exchanged  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  for  a  like 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  other  authorized  denominations  of  the  same  interest  rate  and 
maturity. 

Whenever  any  Series  2005G  Bond  shall  be  surrendered  for  transfer  or  exchange,  the 
designated  City  officials  shall  execute  (as  provided  in  Section  5  hereof)  and  the  City  Treasurer 
shall  authenticate  and  deliver  a  new  Series  2005G  Bond  or  Series  2005G  Bonds  of  the  same 
interest  rate  and  maturity  in  a  like  aggregate  principal  amount.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  require 
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the  payment  by  any  bond  owner  requesting  any  such  transfer  of  any  tax  or  other  governmental 
charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such  transfer  or  exchange. 

No  transfer  or  exchange  of  Series  2005G  Bonds  shall  be  required  to  be  made  by  the  City 
Treasurer  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  (as  defined  herein)  next  preceding  each 
interest  payment  date  to  such  interest  payment  date  or  after  a  notice  of  redemption  shall  have 
been  mailed  with  respect  to  such  Series  2005G  Bond. 

Section  8.  Terms  of  the  Bonds;  General  Redemption  Provisions.  The  Series  2005G 
Bonds  shall  each  be  dated  the  first  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  are  sold 
or  such  other  date  (the  "Dated  Date  )  as  specified  in  the  award  to  be  made  pursuant  to  Section 
13  hereof  (the  "Bond  Award  ).  The  Series  2005G  Bonds  shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date 
until  the  principal  is  paid  in  full  at  rates  to  be  determined  upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  2005G 
Bonds,  calculated  on  the  basis  of  a  360-day  year  comprised  of  twelve  30-day  months,  payable 
on  [December  1 5,  2005,  and  semiannually  thereafter  on  June  1 5  and  December  1 5  of  each  year 
(or  such  other  dates  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award). 

The  principal  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States  of  America  to  the  owner  thereof,  upon  the  surrender  thereof  at  maturity  or  earlier 
redemption  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  interest  on  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  shall  be 
payable  in  like  lawful  money  to  the  person  whose  name  appears  on  the  bond  registration  books 
of  the  City  Treasurer  as  the  owner  thereof  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the  last  day  of  the 
month  immediately  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  (the  "Record  Date"),  whether  or  not  such 
day  is  a  Business  Day  (as  herein  defined). 

Each  Series  2005G  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  next 
preceding  the  date  of  authentication  thereof  unless  it  is  authenticated  as  of  a  day  during  the 
period  from  the  Record  Date  next  preceding  any  interest  payment  date  to  the  interest  payment 
date,  inclusive,  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  such  interest  payment  date,  or  unless  it 
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is  authenticated  on  or  before  {November  30,  2005  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated  in 
the  Bond  Award),  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date;  provided,  however, 
that  if,  at  the  time  of  authentication  of  any  Series  2005G  Bond,  interest  is  in  default  on  the  Series 
2005G  Bonds,  such  Series  2005G  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  to 
which  interest  has  previously  been  paid  or  made  available  for  payment  on  the  Series  2005G 
Bonds  or  from  the  Dated  Date  if  the  first  interest  payment  is  not  made.  Except  as  may  be 
otherwise  provided  in  connection  with  any  book-entry  only  system  applicable  to  the  Series 
2005G  Bonds,  payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Series  2005G  Bond  shall  be  made  by  check 
mailed  on  the  interest  payment  date  to  such  owner  at  such  owner's  address  as  it  appears  on  the 
registration  books  as  of  the  Record  Date;  provided,  however,  if  any  interest  payment  date  occurs 
on  a  day  that  banks  in  California  or  New  York  are  closed  for  business  or  the  New  York  Stock 
Exchange  is  closed  for  business,  then  such  payment  shall  be  made  on  the  next  succeeding  day 
that  banks  in  both  California  and  New  York  are  open  for  business  and  the  New  York  Stock 
Exchange  is  open  for  business  (a  "Business  Day");  and  provided,  further,  that  the  registered 
owner  of  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  at  least  $1 ,000,000  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  may 
submit  a  written  request  to  the  City  Treasurer  on  or  before  a  Record  Date  preceding  an  interest 
payment  date  for  payment  of  interest  by  wire  transfer  to  a  commercial  bank  located  within  the 
United  States.  For  so  long  as  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  are  held  in  book-entry  form  by  a 
securities  depository  selected  by  the  City  pursuant  to  Section  1 1  hereof,  payment  may  be  made 
to  the  registered  owner  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  designated  by  such  securities  depository  by 
wire  transfer  of  immediately  available  funds. 

The  Series  2005G  Bonds  maturing  on  or  before  June  15,  2012  (or  such  other  date  as 
may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award)  shall  not  be  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to 
maturity.  The  Series  2005G  Bonds  maturing  on  or  after  June  1 5,  201 3  (or  such  other  date  as 
may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award)  are  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to  their 
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respective  stated  maturities,  at  the  option  of  the  City,  from  any  source  of  available  funds,  as  a 
whole  or  in  part  on  any  date  (with  the  maturities  to  be  redeemed  to  be  determined  by  the  City 
and  by  lot  within  a  maturity)  on  or  after  June  1 5,  201 3  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated 
in  the  Bond  Award),  at  redemption  prices  equal  to  102%  of  the  principal  amount  redeemed  in  the 
first  year  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  are  subject  to  optional  redemption  (with  such  redemption 
price  declining  to  100%  at  the  rate  of  1 .0%  annually),  together  with  accrued  interest  to  the  date 
of  redemption,  or  such  other  redemption  prices  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award. 

The  Series  2005G  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  at  par,  by  lot,  in  any 
year  for  which  the  purchaser  thereof  has  designated  that  the  principal  amount  payable  with 
respect  to  that  year  shall  constitute  a  mandatory  sinking  fund  payment  as  permitted  by  the 
Official  Notice  of  Sale  (as  more  fully  described  in  Section  13  hereof).  Any  Series  2005G  Bonds 
subject  to  mandatory  redemption  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  Bond  Award.  The  principal 
and  interest  on  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the 
Series  2005G  Bond  Account,  pursuant  to  Section  9  hereof.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory 
redemption  for  the  Series  2005G  Bonds,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  the  Series  2005G 
Bonds  for  mandatory  redemption,  the  City  may  apply  such  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series 
2005G  Bond  Account  (as  defined  in  Section  9  hereof)  to  make  such  payment  to  the  purchase  of 
Series  2005G  Bonds  subject  to  such  redemption  at  public  or  private  sale,  as  and  when  and  at 
such  prices  not  in  excess  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  (including  sales  commission  and  other 
charges  but  excluding  accrued  interest),  as  the  City  may  determine. 

Whenever  less  than  all  the  outstanding  Series  2005G  Bonds  maturing  on  any  one  date 
are  called  for  redemption  on  any  one  date,  the  City  Treasurer  will  select  the  Series  2005G  Bonds 
or  portions  thereof,  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  thereof,  to  be  redeemed 
from  the  outstanding  Series  2005G  Bonds  maturing  on  such  date  not  previously  selected  for 
redemption,  by  lot,  in  any  manner  which  the  City  Treasurer  deems  fair.  The  date  on  which  the 
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Series  2005G  Bonds  which  are  called  for  redemption  are  to  be  presented  for  redemption  is 
herein  sometimes  called  the  "redemption  date."  The  City  Treasurer  shall  mail,  or  cause  to  be 
mailed,  notice  of  any  redemption  of  Series  2005G  Bonds,  postage  prepaid,  to  the  respective 
registered  owners  thereof  at  the  addresses  appearing  on  the  bond  registration  books  not  less 
than  thirty  (30)  nor  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  redemption  date.  The  notice  of 
redemption  shall  (a)  state  the  redemption  date;  (b)  state  the  redemption  price;  (c)  state  the  dates 
of  maturity  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  and,  if  less  than  all  of  any  such  maturity  is  called  for 
redemption,  the  distinctive  numbers  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be 
redeemed,  and  in  the  case  of  Series  2005G  Bonds  redeemed  in  part  only,  the  respective 
portions  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  to  be  redeemed;  (d)  state  the  CUSIP  number,  if  any,  of 
each  Series  2005G  Bond  to  be  redeemed;  (e)  require  that  such  Series  2005G  Bonds  be 
surrendered  by  the  owners  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (f)  give 
notice  that  interest  on  such  Series  2005G  Bonds  will  cease  to  accrue  after  the  designated 
redemption  date. 

The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2005G  Bond  of  notice  of  such  redemption 
shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice,  or  any  defect 
in  such  notice  so  mailed,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings  for  the  redemption  of 
such  Series  2005G  Bonds  or  the  cessation  of  accrual  of  interest  on  such  Series  2005G  Bonds 
on  the  redemption  date. 

Notice  of  such  redemption  also  shall  be  given,  or  caused  to  be  given,  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  by  (i)  registered  or  certified  mail,  postage  prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile 
transmission  or  (iii)  overnight  delivery  service,  to  (a)  all  organizations  registered  with  the 
Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  as  securities  depositories  and  (b)  such  other  services 
or  organizations  as  may  be  required  in  accordance  with  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate 
described  in  Section  18  hereof.

The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer,  or  any 
agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed  agent  of 
the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  owner  of  any  Series  2005G  Bond  in 
accordance  with  this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all  parties. 

At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  or  the  Controller  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the 
"Controller")  determines  to  optionally  call  and  redeem  any  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds,  the  City 
Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall  establish  a  redemption  account  to  be  described  or  known  as 
the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Branch  Library  Facilities  Improvement  Bonds,  2000),  Series 
2005G  Redemption  Account"  (the  "Series  2005G  Redemption  Account")  and  prior  to  or  on  the 
redemption  date  there  must  be  set  aside  in  said  Series  2005G  Redemption  Account  moneys 
available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to  redeem  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  the  Series 
2005G  Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of  redemption,  subject  to  rescission  as  hereinafter 
provided.  Said  moneys  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series  2005G  Redemption  Account  solely  for 
the  purpose  of,  and  shall  be  applied  on  or  after  the  redemption  date  to,  payment  of  the 
redemption  price  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  upon  presentation  and  surrender 
of  such  Series  2005G  Bonds.  Any  interest  due  on  or  prior  to  the  redemption  date  may  be  paid 
from  the  Series  2005G  Bond  Account  as  provided  in  Section  9  hereof  or  from  the  Series  2005G 
Redemption  Account.  Moneys  held  from  time  to  time  in  the  Series  2005G  Redemption  Account 
shall  be  invested  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  the  City's  policies  and  guidelines  for 
investment  of  General  Fund  moneys.  If,  after  all  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  have  been 
redeemed  and  canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are  moneys  remaining  in  said  Series 
2005G  Redemption  Account,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  or 
to  such  other  fund  or  account  as  required  by  applicable  law;  provided,  however,  that  if  said 
moneys  are  part  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  bonds,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  pursuant 
to  the  resolution  authorizing  such  refunding  bonds.

When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given,  substantially  as  provided  herein,  and 
when  the  amount  necessary  for  the  redemption  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  called  for 
redemption  (principal  and  premium,  if  any)  is  set  aside  for  that  purpose  in  said  Series  2005G 
Redemption  Account,  as  provided  herein,  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  designated  for  redemption 
shall  become  due  and  payable  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  thereof,  and  upon  presentation 
and  surrender  of  said  Series  2005G  Bonds  at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption, 
such  Series  2005G  Bonds  shall  be  redeemed  and  paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of  said 
Series  2005G  Redemption  Account.  No  interest  will  accrue  on  such  Series  2005G  Bonds  called 
for  redemption  after  the  redemption  date  and  the  registered  owners  of  such  Series  2005G  Bonds 
shall  look  for  payment  of  such  Series  2005G  Bonds  only  to  said  Series  2005G  Redemption 
Account.

Any  optional  redemption  and 
notice  thereof  shall  be  rescinded  if  for  any  reason  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  funds  are  not 
or  will  not  be  available  in  the  Series  2005G  Redemption  Account  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay 
in  full  on  said  date  the  principal  of,  interest,  and  any  premium  due  on  the  Series  2005G  Bonds 
called  for  redemption.  Notice  of  rescission  of  redemption  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner 
notice  of  redemption  was  originally  given.  The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2005G 
Bond  of  notice  of  such  rescission  shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and  failure  to 
receive  such  notice  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the 
rescission. 

Section  9.  Series  2005G  Bond  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the 
City  Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Branch  Library 
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Facilities  Improvement  Bonds,  2000)  Bond  Account  (the  "Bond  Account")  created  pursuant  to 
the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Branch  Library 
Facilities  Improvement  Bonds,  2000),  Series  2005G  Bond  Account  (the  "Series  2005G  Bond 
Account"),"  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest 
earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2005G  Bond  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the 
Series  2005G  Bond  Account. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  the  Series 
2005G  Bonds  is  due,  including  any  Series  2005G  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on 
said  date,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series  2005G  Bond  Account, 
from  amounts  held  in  the  Series  2005G  Bond  Account,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any 
available  moneys  contained  in  the  Series  2005G  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal 
and  interest  on  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  on  such  date. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Series  2005G  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  at  the 
option  of  the  City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and  deposit 
in  the  Series  2005G  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account  pursuant 
to  Section  8  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available 
moneys  contained  in  the  Series  2005G  Redemption  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal, 
interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  such  Series  2005G  Bonds  on  such  date.  The  City  Treasurer 
may  make  such  other  provision  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  and  any  redemption 
premium  on  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  as  is  necessary  or  convenient  to  permit  the  optional 
redemption  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2005G  Bond  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2005G  Bond  Account  with  other  City  moneys 
or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2005G  Bond  Account  into  a  separate  fund  or  funds 
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for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series 
2005G  Bond  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such 
commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer.  Any  bid  premium  or  accrued  interest 
received  upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Series  2005G 
Bond  Account. 

Section  10.  Project  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City  Treasurer  a 
special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Branch  Library  Facilities  Improvement 
Bonds,  2000)  Project  Account  (the  "Project  Account")  created  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing 
Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Branch  Library  Facilities 
Improvement  Bonds,  2000),  Series  2005G  Project  Account"  (the  "Series  2005G  Project 
Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest 
earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2005G  Project  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the 
Series  2005G  Project  Account.  Amounts  in  the  Series  2005G  Project  Account  shall  be 
expended  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution  for  the  acquisition, 
renovation  and  construction  of  the  Project  (as  defined  in  the  Authorizing  Resolution). 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2005G  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of 
the  City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer 
may  commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2005G  Project  Account  with  other  City 
moneys  or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2005G  Project  Account  into  a  separate 
fund  or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in 
the  Series  2005G  Project  Account  (including  interest  earnings)  hereunder  shall  be  accounted 
for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City 
Treasurer. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the 
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Series  2005G  Bonds.  Costs  of  issuance  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  shall  include,  without 
limitation,  bond  and  financial  printing  expenses,  mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating 
agency  fees,  the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying  agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants  and 
bond  counsel  and  the  reimbursement  of  departmental  expenses  in  connection  with  the 
issuance  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds. 

Section  1 1 .  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem 
desirable  and  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  8  hereof  relating  to  registration  of  ownership  of 
the  Series  2005G  Bonds,  and  payments  and  redemption  notices  to  owners  of  the  Series  2005G 
Bonds  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of  such  depository.  The  City 
will  not  have  any  responsibility  or  obligation  to  any  purchaser  of  a  beneficial  ownership  interest  in 
any  Series  2005G  Bonds  or  to  any  participants  in  such  a  depository  with  respect  to  (i)  the 
accuracy  of  any  records  maintained  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein;  (ii) 
any  notice  that  is  permitted  or  required  to  be  given  to  the  owners  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds 
under  this  Resolution;  (iii)  the  selection  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of 
any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event  of  a  partial  redemption  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds; 
(iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  amount  with 
respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption  premium,  if  any,  or  interest  due  with  respect  to  the  Series 
2005G  Bonds;  (v)  any  consent  given  or  other  action  taken  by  such  securities  depository  as  the 
owner  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds;  or  (vi)  any  other  matter. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  agents 
as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable  law  and 
under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent,  fiscal 
agent,  rebate  calculation  agent  or  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  or  may 
assist  the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the 
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City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents  appointed 
pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  12.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Series  2005G 
Bonds  may  be  provided  for  prior  to  such  Series  2005G  Bonds'  respective  stated  maturities  by 
irrevocably  depositing  with  the  City  Treasurer  (or  any  commercial  bank  or  trust  company 
designated  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrow  agent  with  respect  thereto): 

(a)  An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  such  Series 
2005G  Bonds  or  a  portion  thereof,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except  that  in  the 
case  of  Series  2005G  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  such  Series  2005G  Bonds' 
respective  stated  maturities  and  in  respect  of  which  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  have  been 
given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have 
been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be  deposited  shall  be  the  principal  amount  thereof,  all 
unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the  redemption  date,  and  any  premium  due  on  such  redemption  date; 
or 

(b)  Defeasance  Securities  (as  herein  defined)  not  subject  to  call,  except  as 
provided  below  in  the  definition  thereof,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and  in  such 
amounts,  together  with  interest  earnings  and  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without  reinvestment,  as 
certified  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  and 
all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  redemption  date,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  any  premium 
due  on  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  to  be  paid  or  redeemed,  as  such  principal  and  interest  come 
due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to 
maturity,  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  be  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an 
irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City;  then,  all  obligations  of 
the  City  with  respect  to  said  outstanding  Series  2005G  Bonds  shall  cease  and  terminate,  except 
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only  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  funds  deposited  pursuant  to 
paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  1 2,  to  the  owners  of  said  Series  2005G  Bonds  all  sums  due 
with  respect  thereto;  provided,  that  the  City  shall  have  received  an  opinion  of  nationally 
recognized  bond  counsel,  that  provision  for  the  payment  of  said  Series  2005G  Bonds  has  been 
made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  12. 

For  purpose  of  this  Section  12,  "Defeasance  Securities"  shall  mean  any  of  the  following 
which  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for  the  moneys 
proposed  to  be  invested  therein: 

(1)  United  States  Obligations  (as  herein  defined);  and 

(2)  Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the  following 
conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity,  or  the 
trustee  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling  and  redemption  and  the 
issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than  as  set  forth  in  such 
instructions;  (b)the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  and/or  United  States  Obligations; 

(c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States  Obligations  (plus  any  cash  in  the  escrow 
fund  or  the  redemption  account)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  municipal  obligations; 

(d)  the  United  States  Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the  municipal  obligations  are  held  by  the 
City  Treasurer  or,  if  appointed  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  Section  1 1  hereof,  an  escrow 
agent  or  trustee;  (e)  the  United  States  Obligations  are  not  available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims, 
including  those  against  the  trustee  or  escrow  agent;  and  (f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated, 
at  the  time  of  original  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund,  the  highest  ratings  category  by  any  two  of  the 
three  Rating  Agencies  (as  defined  herein). 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "United  States  Obligations"  shall  mean  (i)  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
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limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds  which 
have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry  form  or 
(ii)  any  security  issued  by  an  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States  of  America  which  is 
selected  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  that  results  in  the  escrow  fund  being  rated  the  highest 
ratings  category  by  any  two  of  the  three  Rating  Agencies  (as  defined  herein)  at  the  time  of  the 
initial  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund  and  upon  any  substitution  or  subsequent  deposit  to  the  escrow 
fund. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "Rating  Agencies"  shall  mean  Moody's  Investors  Service, 
Inc.  ("Moody's"),  Fitch  Ratings  ("Fitch"),  and  Standard  and  Poor's  Rating  Services,  a  division  of 
The  McGraw-Hill  Companies,  Inc.  ("S&P"),  or  any  other  nationally-recognized  bond  rating 
agency  which  is  the  successor  to  any  of  the  foregoing  rating  agencies. 

Section  13.  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting 
bids  for  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the 
Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids  for  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  with  such  changes,  additions  and 
modifications  as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof. 

Proposals  shall  be  received  on  the  date  designated  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance 
pursuant  to  Section  4  hereof.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  cause  to  be  mailed  or  otherwise  circulated  to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Series  2005G  Bonds 
copies  of  said  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may 
be  acceptable  to  the  Director  of  Public  Finance. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  award  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  to  the  bidder 
whose  bid  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the  City,  all  in  accordance  with  the 
procedures  described  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  Controller  shall  provide  a  copy  of  the 
Series  2005G  Bond  Award  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
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the  Director  of  Public  Finance;  provided,  however,  that  failure  to  provide  such  copies  shall  not 
affect  the  validity  of  the  Series  2005G  Bond  Award. 

Section  14.  Publication  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds.  The  form  of  proposed  Notice 
of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Notice 
of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  cause  said  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions 
as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof,  to  be  published  once  in  The  Bond  Buyer 
or  another  financial  publication  generally  circulated  throughout  the  State  of  California. 

Section  15.  Solicitation  of  Competitive  Bids.  This  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  solicitation 
of  competitive  bids  for  the  purchase  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  on  the  date  and  at  the  place 
determined  in  accordance  with  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  herein  referenced. 

Section  16.  Official  Statement.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Statement  describing  the 
Series  2005G  Bonds  (the  "Official  Statement")  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and 
adopted  as  the  Official  Statement  describing  the  Series  2005G  Bonds,  with  such  additions, 
corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in 
accordance  with  Section  19  hereof.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  the  distribution 
of  a  Preliminary  Official  Statement  deemed  final  for  purposes  of  Rule  15c2-12  of  the  Securities 
Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  and  to  sign  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  The  Controller  is 
hereby  further  authorized  and  directed  to  sign  the  final  Official  Statement.  The  Director  of  Public 
Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed  to  prospective 
bidders  for  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  copies  of  the  Official  Statement  in  substantially  the  form  of 
the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  approved  and  adopted  hereby,  as  completed,  supplemented, 
corrected  or  revised. 

Section  17.  Tax  Covenants,  (a)  General.  The  City  hereby  covenants  with  the  holders 
of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  that,  notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Resolution,  it 
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shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action 
would  adversely  affect  the  exclusion  from  gross  income  of  interest  on  the  Series  2005G 
Bonds  under  Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  "Code"),  and  the 
regulations  issued  thereunder,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time,  and  any 
successor  provisions  of  law.  Reference  to  a  particular  section  of  the  Code  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  a  reference  to  any  successor  to  any  such  section.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly, 
use  or  permit  the  use  of  proceeds  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  or  any  of  the  property  financed 
or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  by  any  person 
other  than  a  governmental  unit  (as  such  term  is  used  in  Section  141  of  the  Code),  in  such 
manner  or  to  such  extent  as  would  result  in  the  loss  of  exclusion  of  interest  on  the  Series 
2005G  Bonds  from  gross  income  for  federal  income  tax  purposes. 

(b)     Use  of  Proceeds.  The  City  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any 
action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  cause  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  to  be 
"private  activity  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code,  and  in  furtherance 
thereof,  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  or  any  of  the 
property  financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  that  would  cause  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  to  be 
"private  activity  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code.  To  that  end,  so  long 
as  any  Series  2005G  Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  City,  with  respect  to  such  proceeds  and 
property  and  such  other  funds,  will  comply  with  applicable  requirements  of  the  Code  and  all 
regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  and  under 
Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended  (the  "1954  Code"),  to  the 
extent  such  requirements  are,  at  the  time,  applicable  and  in  effect.  The  City  shall  establish 
reasonable  procedures  necessary  to  ensure  continued  compliance  with  Section  141  of  the 
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Code  (or,  if  applicable,  the  1954  Code)  and  the  continued  qualification  of  the  Series  2005G 
Bonds  as  "governmental  bonds." 

(c)  Arbitrage.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use 
of  any  proceeds  of  any  Series  2005G  Bonds,  or  of  any  property  financed  or  refinanced 
thereby,  or  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  action,  that  would  cause  the 
Series  2005G  Bonds  to  be  "arbitrage  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  148  of  the  Code. 
To  that  end,  the  City  shall  comply  with  all  requirements  of  Section  148  of  the  Code  and  all 
regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  to  the  extent 
such  requirements  are,  at  the  time,  in  effect  and  applicable  to  the  Series  2005G  Bonds. 

(d)  Federal  Guarantee.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  Series  2005G  Bonds  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  other 
action,  that  would  cause  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  to  be  "federally  guaranteed"  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  149(b)  of  the  Code. 

(e)  Compliance  with  Tax  Certificate.  In  furtherance  of  the  foregoing  tax 
covenants  of  this  Section  1 7,  the  City  covenants  that  it  will  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Tax  Certificate  to  be  executed  by  the  City,  dated  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Series  2005G 
Bonds,  as  it  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time  (herein  called  the  "Tax  Certificate").  This 
covenant  shall  survive  payment  in  full  or  defeasance  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds. 

Section  18.  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  issued  by  the  City  to  permit  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  to 
comply  with  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  Rule  15c2-12  promulgated  under  the 
Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and 
adopted  as  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions 
as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof. 
The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate 
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on  behalf  of  the  City  and  deliver  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  to  the  original  purchasers 
of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds. 

Section  19.  Modification  to  Documents.  Any  City  official  authorized  by  this  Resolution  to 
execute  any  document  is  hereby  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  to 
approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  to  the  document  or 
documents  such  official  is  authorized  to  execute  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  (provided 
that  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  shall  not  authorize  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  Series  2005G  Bonds  in  excess  of  $15.000.000  $34.000.000  or  conflict  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  4  hereof).  The  approval  of  any  change,  addition,  amendment  or 
modification  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  20.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  officials,  employees  and  agents 
of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds  are  hereby 
approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  21 .  Relationship  to  Authorizing  Resolution.  In  the  event  of  any  conflict  between 
this  Resolution  and  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  the  terms  of  this  Resolution  shall  control. 
Without  limiting  the  foregoing  and  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution, 
the  City  is  not  obligated  to  transfer  money  from  the  General  Fund  to  the  Bond  Account  to  pay  for 
principal  and/or  interest  on  the  Series  2005G  Bonds. 

Section  22.  Reimbursement.  The  City  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  to  reimburse 
prior  expenditures  of  the  City  incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds 
in  connection  with  the  projects  to  be  financed  by  the  Series  2005G  Bonds. 

Section  23.  Accountability  Reports.  The  Series  2005G  Bonds  are  subject  to  Article  V  of 
Chapter  5  of  the  City's  Administrative  Code.  Accountability  reports)  with  respect  to  the  Series 
2005G  Bonds  shall  be  submitted  at  the  time(s)  and  in  the  manner  required  by  said  Article  V. 
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Section  24.  General  Authority.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor,  the 
City  Treasurer,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  the  City  Attorney  and  the  Controller  are  each 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  take  any  and  all  steps 
and  to  issue,  deliver  or  enter  into  any  and  all  certificates,  requisitions,  agreements,  notices, 
consents,  and  other  documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this 
resolution,  including  but  not  limited  to  letters  of  representations  to  any  depository  or  depositories 
which  they  or  any  of  them  might  deem  necessary  or  appropriate  in  order  to  consummate  the 
lawful  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Series  2005G  Bonds.

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  565-04  adopted  by  the  Board  on  September  21,  2004  and 
signed  by  the  Mayor  on  September  30,  2004,  the  City  authorized  the  sale  of  the  first  series  of  not 
to  exceed  $8,075,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of  said  Academy  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  issued  and  sold,  to  date,  a  total  of  $8,075,000  California 
Academy  of  Sciences  Improvement  Bonds;  there  remains  approximately  $79,370,000  of 
authorized  and  unissued  California  Academy  of  Sciences  Improvement  Bonds;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  It  is  necessary  and  desirable  to  issue  an  amount  not  to  exceed  of 
$79,370,000  General  Obligation  Bonds  (California  Academy  of  Sciences  Improvement  Bonds, 
2000),  Series  2005E  (the  "Series  2005E  Bonds");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Series  2005E  Bonds  are  being  issued  pursuant  to  the  Academy 
Authorizing  Resolution  and  Title  5,  Division  2,  Part  1 ,  Chapter  3,  Article  4.5  of  the  California 
Government  Code  (the  "Act"),  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  a  duly  held  election;  and, 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  240-04,  the  Board  adopted  on  April  20,  2004  and  signed 
by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  on  April  29,  2004  a  reimbursement  resolution  in  connection  with  the 
California  Academy  of  Sciences  Improvement  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  shall  constitute  authorization  of  the  Series

RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Conditions  Precedent.  All  conditions,  things  and  acts  required  by  law  to  exist, 
to  happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to  and  in  the  issuance  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds 
exist,  have  happened  and  have  been  performed  in  due  time,  form  and  manner  in  accordance 
with  applicable  law,  and  the  City  is  now  authorized  pursuant  to  its  Charter  and  applicable  law  to 
incur  indebtedness  in  the  manner  and  form  provided  in  this  Resolution. 

Section  3.  Documents.  The  documents  presented  to  this  Board  and  on  file  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors")  are 
contained  in  File  No.     050682  . 

Section  4.  Issuance  and  Sale  of  Series  2005E  Bonds.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the 
issuance  and  sale  of  not  to  exceed  $79,370,000  principal  amount  of  bonds  to  be  designated  as 
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"City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds  (California  Academy  of  Sciences 
Improvement  Bonds,  2000),  Series  2005E"  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Proposition  B  approved 
by  the  voters  on  March  7,  2000.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee 
(the  "Director  of  Public  Finance")  is  hereby  authorized  to  determine  the  sale  date,  the  maturity 
dates  and  the  redemption  dates  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds,  subject  to  the  following  terms  and 
conditions:  (i)  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  shall  not  have  a  true  interest  cost  in  excess  of  12%  (as 
such  term  is  defined  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale);  and  (ii)  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  shall  not 
have  a  final  maturity  date  after  2029.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  further  authorized  to  give 
the  Series  2005E  Bonds  such  additional  or  other  series  designation  as  may  be  necessary  or 
appropriate  to  distinguish  such  series  from  every  other  series  and  from  other  bonds  issued  by 
the  City. 

Section  5.  Execution,  Authentication  and  Registration  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds.  The 
Series  2005E  Bonds  shall  be  in  fully  registered  form  without  coupons  in  denominations  of  $5,000 
or  any  integral  multiple  thereof.  The  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  directed  to  cause  the  Series 
2005E  Bonds  to  be  prepared  in  sufficient  quantity  for  delivery  to  or  for  the  account  of  the 
purchaser  thereof  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  directed  to  cause  the 
blanks  therein  to  be  completed  in  accordance  with  the  Academy  Authorizing  Resolution,  to 
cause  the  seal  of  the  City  to  be  reproduced  or  impressed  thereon,  to  procure  their  execution  by 
the  proper  officers  of  the  City  (including  by  facsimile  signature  if  necessary  or  convenient),  and  to 
deliver  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  when  so  executed  to  said  purchaser  in  exchange  for  the 
purchase  price  thereof,  all  in  accordance  with  the  Academy  Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  Series  2005E  Bonds  and  the  certificate  of  authentication  and  registration,  manually 
executed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "City  Treasurer")  and  the  form 
of  assignment  to  appear  thereon  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A  (a 
copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  which  is  hereby  declared 
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to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein)  with  necessary  or  appropriate  variations, 
omissions  and  insertions  as  permitted  or  required  by  this  Resolution. 

Only  such  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  as  shall  bear  thereon  a  certificate  of 
authentication  and  registration  in  the  form  herein  recited,  executed  by  the  City  Treasurer,  shall 
be  valid  or  obligatory  for  any  purpose  or  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution,  and  such 
certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer,  executed  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that 
the  Series  2005E  Bonds  so  authenticated  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  delivered 
hereunder  and  are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution. 

The  City  Treasurer  shall  assign  a  distinctive  letter,  or  number,  or  letter  and  number  to 
each  Series  2005E  Bond  authenticated  and  registered  by  him  or  her  and  shall  maintain  a  record 
thereof  which  shall  be  available  for  inspection. 

Section  6.  Registration  Books.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  at  the 
office  of  the  City  Treasurer,  or  at  the  designated  office  of  any  registrar  appointed  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  sufficient  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds,  which 
shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection,  and  upon  presentation  for  such  purpose,  the  City 
Treasurer  shall,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  he  or  she  may  prescribe,  register  or 
transfer  or  cause  to  be  registered  or  transferred,  on  said  books,  Series  2005E  Bonds  as  herein 
provided.  The  City  and  the  City  Treasurer  may  treat  the  registered  owners  of  the  Series  2005E 
Bonds  as  the  absolute  owners  thereof  for  all  purposes,  and  the  City  and  the  City  Treasurer  shall 
not  be  affected  by  any  notice  to  the  contrary. 

Section  7.  Transfer  or  Exchange  of  Bonds.  Any  Series  2005E  Bond  may,  in  accordance 
with  its  terms,  be  transferred  upon  the  books  required  to  be  kept  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  6  hereof,  by  the  person  in  whose  name  it  is  registered,  in  person  or  by  the  duly 
authorized  attorney  of  such  person  in  writing,  upon  surrender  of  such  Series  2005E  Bond  for 
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cancellation,  accompanied  by  delivery  of  a  duly  executed  written  instrument  of  transfer  in  a  form 
approved  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Any  Series  2005E  Bonds  may  be  exchanged  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  for  a  like 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  other  authorized  denominations  of  the  same  interest  rate  and 
maturity. 

Whenever  any  Series  2005E  Bond  shall  be  surrendered  for  transfer  or  exchange,  the 
designated  City  officials  shall  execute  (as  provided  in  Section  5  hereof)  and  the  City  Treasurer 
shall  authenticate  and  deliver  a  new  Series  2005E  Bond  or  Series  2005E  Bonds  of  the  same 
interest  rate  and  maturity  in  a  like  aggregate  principal  amount.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  require 
the  payment  by  any  bond  owner  requesting  any  such  transfer  of  any  tax  or  other  governmental 
charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such  transfer  or  exchange.

Section  8.  Terms  of  the  Bonds:  General  Redemption  Provisions.  The  Series  2005E 
Bonds  shall  each  be  dated  the  first  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  are  sold 
or  such  other  date  (the  "Dated  Date")  as  specified  in  the  award  to  be  made  pursuant  to  Section 
13  hereof  (the  "Bond  Award").  The  Series  2005E  Bonds  shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date 
until  the  principal  is  paid  in  full  at  rates  to  be  determined  upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  2005E 
Bonds,  calculated  on  the  basis  of  a  360-day  year  comprised  of  twelve  30-day  months,  payable 
on  [December  15,  2005,  and  semiannually  thereafter  on  June  15  and  December  15  of  each  year 
(or  such  other  dates  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award). 

The  principal  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States  of  America  to  the  owner  thereof,  upon  the  surrender  thereof  at  maturity  or  earlier 
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redemption  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  interest  on  the  Series  20O5E  Bonds  shall  be 
payable  in  like  lawful  money  to  the  person  whose  name  appears  on  the  bond  registration  books 
of  the  City  Treasurer  as  the  owner  thereof  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the  last  day  of  the 
month  immediately  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  (the  "Record  Date"),  whether  or  not  such 
day  is  a  Business  Day  (as  herein  defined). 

Each  Series  2005E  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  next 
preceding  the  date  of  authentication  thereof  unless  it  is  authenticated  as  of  a  day  during  the 
period  from  the  Record  Date  next  preceding  any  interest  payment  date  to  the  interest  payment 
date,  inclusive,  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  such  interest  payment  date,  or  unless  it 
is  authenticated  on  or  before  [November  30,  2005  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated  in 
the  Bond  Award),  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date;  provided,  however, 
that  if,  at  the  time  of  authentication  of  any  Series  2005E  Bond,  interest  is  in  default  on  the  Series 
2005E  Bonds,  such  Series  2005E  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  to 
which  interest  has  previously  been  paid  or  made  available  for  payment  on  the  Series  2005E 
Bonds  or  from  the  Dated  Date  if  the  first  interest  payment  is  not  made.  Except  as  may  be 
otherwise  provided  in  connection  with  any  book-entry  only  system  applicable  to  the  Series 
2005E  Bonds,  payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Series  2005E  Bond  shall  be  made  by  check 
mailed  on  the  interest  payment  date  to  such  owner  at  such  owner's  address  as  it  appears  on  the 
registration  books  as  of  the  Record  Date;  provided,  however,  if  any  interest  payment  date  occurs 
on  a  day  that  banks  in  California  or  New  York  are  closed  for  business  or  the  New  York  Stock 
Exchange  is  closed  for  business,  then  such  payment  shall  be  made  on  the  next  succeeding  day 
that  banks  in  both  California  and  New  York  are  open  for  business  and  the  New  York  Stock 
Exchange  is  open  for  business  (a  "Business  Day");  and  provided,  further,  that  the  registered 
owner  of  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  at  least  $1 ,000,000  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  may 
submit  a  written  request  to  the  City  Treasurer  on  or  before  a  Record  Date  preceding  an  interest 
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payment  date  for  payment  of  interest  by  wire  transfer  to  a  commercial  bank  located  within  the 
United  States.  For  so  long  as  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  are  held  in  book-entry  form  by  a 
securities  depository  selected  by  the  City  pursuant  to  Section  1 1  hereof,  payment  may  be  made 
to  the  registered  owner  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  designated  by  such  securities  depository  by 
wire  transfer  of  immediately  available  funds. 

The  Series  2005E  Bonds  maturing  on  or  before  June  15,  2012  (or  such  other  date  as 
may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award)  shall  not  be  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to 
maturity.  The  Series  2005E  Bonds  maturing  on  or  after  June  15,  2013  (or  such  other  date  as 
may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award)  are  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to  their 
respective  stated  maturities,  at  the  option  of  the  City,  from  any  source  of  available  funds,  as  a 
whole  or  in  part  on  any  date  (with  the  maturities  to  be  redeemed  to  be  determined  by  the  City 
and  by  lot  within  a  maturity)  on  or  after  June  1 5, 201 2  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated 
in  the  Bond  Award),  at  redemption  prices  equal  to  102%  of  the  principal  amount  redeemed  in  the 
first  year  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  are  subject  to  optional  redemption  (with  such  redemption  price 
declining  to  100%  at  the  rate  of  1 .0%  annually),  together  with  accrued  interest  to  the  date  of 
redemption,  or  such  other  redemption  prices  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award. 

The  Series  2005E  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  at  par,  by  lot,  in  any 
year  for  which  the  purchaser  thereof  has  designated  that  the  principal  amount  payable  with 
respect  to  that  year  shall  constitute  a  mandatory  sinking  fund  payment  as  permitted  by  the 
Official  Notice  of  Sale  (as  more  fully  described  in  Section  13  hereof).  Any  Series  2005E  Bonds 
subject  to  mandatory  redemption  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  Bond  Award.  The  principal 
and  interest  on  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the 
Series  2005E  Bond  Account,  pursuant  to  Section  9  hereof.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory 
redemption  for  the  Series  2005E  Bonds,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  the  Series  2005E 
Bonds  for  mandatory  redemption,  the  City  may  apply  such  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series 
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2005E  Bond  Account  (as  defined  in  Section  9  hereof)  to  make  such  payment  to  the  purchase  of 
Series  2005E  Bonds  subject  to  such  redemption  at  public  or  private  sale,  as  and  when  and  at 
such  prices  not  in  excess  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  (including  sales  commission  and  other 
charges  but  excluding  accrued  interest),  as  the  City  may  determine. 

Whenever  less  than  all  the  outstanding  Series  2005E  Bonds  maturing  on  any  one  date 
are  called  for  redemption  on  any  one  date,  the  City  Treasurer  will  select  the  Series  2005E  Bonds 
or  portions  thereof,  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  thereof,  to  be  redeemed 
from  the  outstanding  Series  2005E  Bonds  maturing  on  such  date  not  previously  selected  for 
redemption,  by  lot,  in  any  manner  which  the  City  Treasurer  deems  fair.  The  date  on  which  the 
Series  2005E  Bonds  which  are  called  for  redemption  are  to  be  presented  for  redemption  is 
herein  sometimes  called  the  "redemption  date."  The  City  Treasurer  shall  mail,  or  cause  to  be 
mailed,  notice  of  any  redemption  of  Series  2005E  Bonds,  postage  prepaid,  to  the  respective 
registered  owners  thereof  at  the  addresses  appearing  on  the  bond  registration  books  not  less 
than  thirty  (30)  nor  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  redemption  date.  The  notice  of 
redemption  shall  (a)  state  the  redemption  date;  (b)  state  the  redemption  price;  (c)  state  the  dates 
of  maturity  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  and,  if  less  than  all  of  any  such  maturity  is  called  for 
redemption,  the  distinctive  numbers  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be 
redeemed,  and  in  the  case  of  Series  2005E  Bonds  redeemed  in  part  only,  the  respective 
portions  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  to  be  redeemed;  (d)  state  the  CUSIP  number,  if  any,  of 
each  Series  2005E  Bond  to  be  redeemed;  (e)  require  that  such  Series  2005E  Bonds  be 
surrendered  by  the  owners  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (f)  give 
notice  that  interest  on  such  Series  2005E  Bonds  will  cease  to  accrue  after  the  designated 
redemption  date. 

The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2005E  Bond  of  notice  of  such  redemption 
shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice,  or  any  defect 
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in  such  notice  so  mailed,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings  for  the  redemption  of 
such  Series  2005E  Bonds  or  the  cessation  of  accrual  of  interest  on  such  Series  2005E  Bonds  on 
the  redemption  date. 

Notice  of  such  redemption  also  shall  be  given,  or  caused  to  be  given,  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  by  (i)  registered  or  certified  mail,  postage  prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile 
transmission  or  (iii)  overnight  delivery  service,  to  (a)  all  organizations  registered  with  the 
Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  as  securities  depositories  and  (b)  such  other  services 
or  organizations  as  may  be  required  in  accordance  with  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate 
described  in  Section  18  hereof. 

The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer,  or  any 
agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed  agent  of 
the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  owner  of  any  Series  2005E  Bond  in 
accordance  with  this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all  parties. 

At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  or  the  Controller  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the 
"Controller")  determines  to  optionally  call  and  redeem  any  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds,  the  City 
Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall  establish  a  redemption  account  to  be  described  or  known  as 
the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (California  Academy  of  Sciences  Improvement  Bonds,  2000), 
Series  2005E  Redemption  Account"  (the  "Series  2005E  Redemption  Account")  and  prior  to  or  on 
the  redemption  date  there  must  be  set  aside  in  said  Series  2005E  Redemption  Account  moneys 
available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to  redeem  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  the  Series 
2005E  Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of  redemption,  subject  to  rescission  as  hereinafter 
provided.  Said  moneys  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series  2005E  Redemption  Account  solely  for 
the  purpose  of,  and  shall  be  applied  on  or  after  the  redemption  date  to,  payment  of  the 
redemption  price  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  upon  presentation  and  surrender 
of  such  Series  2005E  Bonds.  Any  interest  due  on  or  prior  to  the  redemption  date  may  be  paid 
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from  the  Series  2005E  Bond  Account  as  provided  in  Section  9  hereof  or  from  the  Series  2005E 
Redemption  Account.  Moneys  held  from  time  to  time  in  the  Series  2005E  Redemption  Account 
shall  be  invested  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  the  City's  policies  and  guidelines  for 
investment  of  General  Fund  moneys.  If,  after  all  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  have  been 
redeemed  and  canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are  moneys  remaining  in  said  Series  2005E 
Redemption  Account,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  or  to 
such  other  fund  or  account  as  required  by  applicable  law;  provided,  however,  that  if  said  moneys 
are  part  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  bonds,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  pursuant  to  the 
resolution  authorizing  such  refunding  bonds. 

When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given,  substantially  as  provided  herein,  and 
when  the  amount  necessary  for  the  redemption  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  called  for  redemption 
(principal  and  premium,  if  any)  is  set  aside  for  that  purpose  in  said  Series  20O5E  Redemption 
Account,  as  provided  herein,  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall  become 
due  and  payable  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  thereof,  and  upon  presentation  and  surrender 
of  said  Series  2005E  Bonds  at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption,  such  Series 
2005E  Bonds  shall  be  redeemed  and  paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of  said  Series  2005E 
Redemption  Account.  No  interest  will  accrue  on  such  Series  2005E  Bonds  called  for  redemption 
after  the  redemption  date  and  the  registered  owners  of  such  Series  2005E  Bonds  shall  look  for 
payment  of  such  Series  2005E  Bonds  only  to  said  Series  2005E  Redemption  Account.  All 
Series  2005E  Bonds  redeemed  shall  be  canceled  forthwith  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall  not 
be  reissued. 

The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  and  notice  thereof  for  any  reason  on  any 
date  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  by  causing  written  notice  of  the  rescission  to  be  given 
to  the  owners  of  all  Series  2005E  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption.  Any  optional  redemption  and 
notice  thereof  shall  be  rescinded  if  for  any  reason  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  funds  are  not 
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or  will  not  be  available  in  the  Series  2005E  Redemption  Account  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  in 
full  on  said  date  the  principal  of,  interest,  and  any  premium  due  on  the  Series  2005E  Bonds 
called  for  redemption.  Notice  of  rescission  of  redemption  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner 
notice  of  redemption  was  originally  given.  The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2005E 
Bond  of  notice  of  such  rescission  shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and  failure  to 
receive  such  notice  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the 
rescission. 

Section  9.  Series  2005E  Bond  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the 
City  Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (California  Academy  of 
Sciences  Improvement  Bonds,  2000)  Bond  Account  (the  "Bond  Account")  created  pursuant  to 
the  Academy  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds 
(California  Academy  of  Sciences  Improvement  Bonds,  2000),  Series  2005E  Bond  Account 
(the  "Series  2005E  Bond  Account"),"  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of 
the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2005E  Bond  Account  shall 
be  retained  in  the  Series  2005E  Bond  Account. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  the  Series 
2005E  Bonds  is  due,  including  any  Series  2005E  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on 
said  date,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series  2005E  Bond  Account, 
from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available 
moneys  contained  in  the  Series  2005E  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal  and  interest 
on  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  on  such  date. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Series  2005E  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  at  the 
option  of  the  City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and  deposit 
in  the  Series  2005E  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account  pursuant  to 
Section  8  of  the  Academy  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any 
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available  moneys  contained  in  the  Series  2005E  Redemption  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay 
principal,  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  such  Series  2005E  Bonds  on  such  date.  The  City 
Treasurer  may  make  such  other  provision  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  and  any 
redemption  premium  on  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  as  is  necessary  or  convenient  to  permit  the 
optional  redemption  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2005E  Bond  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2005E  Bond  Account  with  other  City  moneys 
or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2005E  Bond  Account  into  a  separate  fund  or  funds 
for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series 
2005E  Bond  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such 
commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer.  Any  bid  premium  or  accrued  interest 
received  upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Series  2005E 
Bond  Account. 

Section  10.  Project  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City  Treasurer  a 
special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (California  Academy  of  Sciences 
Improvement  Bonds,  2000)  Project  Account  (the  "Project  Account")  created  pursuant  to  the 
Academy  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (California 
Academy  of  Sciences  Improvement  Bonds,  2000),  Series  2005E  Project  Account"  (the  "Series 
2005E  Project  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All 
interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2005E  Project  Account  shall  be  retained 
in  the  Series  2005E  Project  Account.  Amounts  in  the  Series  2005E  Project  Account  shall  be 
expended  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Academy  Authorizing  Resolution  for  the 
acquisition,  renovation  and  construction  of  the  Project  (as  defined  in  the  Academy  Authorizing 
Resolution). 
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Amounts  in  the  Series  2005E  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2005E  Project  Account  with  other  City 
moneys  or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2005E  Project  Account  into  a  separate  fund 
or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the 
Series  2005E  Project  Account  (including  interest  earnings)  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for 
separately  notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the 
Series  2005E  Bonds.  Costs  of  issuance  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  shall  include,  without 
limitation,  bond  and  financial  printing  expenses,  mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating 
agency  fees,  the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying  agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants  and 
bond  counsel  and  the  reimbursement  of  departmental  expenses  in  connection  with  the 
issuance  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds. 

Section  1 1 .  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem 
desirable  and  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  8  hereof  relating  to  registration  of  ownership  of 
the  Series  2005E  Bonds,  and  payments  and  redemption  notices  to  owners  of  the  Series  2005E 
Bonds  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of  such  depository.  The  City 
will  not  have  any  responsibility  or  obligation  to  any  purchaser  of  a  beneficial  ownership  interest  in 
any  Series  2005E  Bonds  or  to  any  participants  in  such  a  depository  with  respect  to  (i)  the 
accuracy  of  any  records  maintained  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein;  (ii) 
any  notice  that  is  permitted  or  required  to  be  given  to  the  owners  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds 
under  this  Resolution;  (iii)  the  selection  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of 
any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event  of  a  partial  redemption  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds; 
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(iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  amount  with 
respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption  premium,  if  any,  or  interest  due  with  respect  to  the  Series 
2005E  Bonds;  (v)  any  consent  given  or  other  action  taken  by  such  securities  depository  as  the 
owner  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds;  or  (vi)  any  other  matter. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  agents 
as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable  law  and 
under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent,  fiscal 
agent,  rebate  calculation  agent  or  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Series  20O5E  Bonds  or  may 
assist  the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the 
City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents  appointed 
pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  12.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Series  2005E 
Bonds  may  be  provided  for  prior  to  such  Series  2005E  Bonds'  respective  stated  maturities  by 
irrevocably  depositing  with  the  City  Treasurer  (or  any  commercial  bank  or  trust  company 
designated  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrow  agent  with  respect  thereto): 

(a)      An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  such  Series 
2005E  Bonds  or  a  portion  thereof,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except  that  in  the 
case  of  Series  2005E  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  such  Series  2005E  Bonds' 
respective  stated  maturities  and  in  respect  of  which  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  have  been 
given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have 
been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be  deposited  shall  be  the  principal  amount  thereof,  all 
unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the  redemption  date,  and  any  premium  due  on  such  redemption  date; 
or 
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(b)     Defeasance  Securities  (as  herein  defined)  not  subject  to  call,  except  as 
provided  below  in  the  definition  thereof,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and  in  such 
amounts,  together  with  interest  earnings  and  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without  reinvestment,  as 
certified  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  and 
all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  redemption  date,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  any  premium 
due  on  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  to  be  paid  or  redeemed,  as  such  principal  and  interest  come 
due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to 
maturity,  notice  of  such  redemption  shail  be  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an 
irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City;  then,  all  obligations  of 
the  City  with  respect  to  said  outstanding  Series  2005E  Bonds  shall  cease  and  terminate,  except 
only  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  funds  deposited  pursuant  to 
paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  12,  to  the  owners  of  said  Series  2005E  Bonds  all  sums  due 
with  respect  thereto;  provided,  that  the  City  shall  have  received  an  opinion  of  nationally 
recognized  bond  counsel,  that  provision  for  the  payment  of  said  Series  2005E  Bonds  has  been 
made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  12. 

For  purpose  of  this  Section  12,  "Defeasance  Securities"  shall  mean  any  of  the  following 
which  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for  the  moneys 
proposed  to  be  invested  therein: 

(1 )  United  States  Obligations  (as  herein  defined);  and 

(2)  Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the  following 
conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity,  or  the 
trustee  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling  and  redemption  and  the 
issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than  as  set  forth  in  such 
instructions;  (b)  the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  and/or  United  States  Obligations; 
(c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States  Obligations  (plus  any  cash  in  the  escrow 
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fund  or  the  redemption  account)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  municipal  obligations; 
(d)  the  United  States  Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the  municipal  obligations  are  held  by  the 
City  Treasurer  or,  if  appointed  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  Section  1 1  hereof,  an  escrow 
agent  or  trustee;  (e)  the  United  States  Obligations  are  not  available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims, 
including  those  against  the  trustee  or  escrow  agent;  and  (f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated, 
at  the  time  of  original  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund,  the  highest  ratings  category  by  any  two  of  the 
three  Rating  Agencies  (as  defined  herein). 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "United  States  Obligations"  shall  mean  (i)  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds  which 
have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry  form  or 
(ii)  any  security  issued  by  an  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States  of  America  which  is 
selected  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  that  results  in  the  escrow  fund  being  the  highest 
ratings  category  by  any  two  of  the  three  Rating  Agencies  (as  defined  herein)  at  the  time  of  the 
initial  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund  and  upon  any  substitution  or  subsequent  deposit  to  the  escrow 
fund. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "Rating  Agencies"  shall  mean  Moody's  Investors  Service, 
Inc.  ("Moody's").  Fitch  Ratings  ("Fitch"),  and  Standard  and  Poor's  Rating  Services,  a  division  of 
The  McGraw-Hill  Companies,  Inc.  ("S&P"),  or  any  other  nationally-recognized  bond  rating 
agency  which  is  the  successor  to  any  of  the  foregoing  rating  agencies. 

Section  13  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting 
bids  for  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the 
Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids  for  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  with  such  changes,  additions  and 
modifications  as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof. 
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Proposals  shall  be  received  on  the  date  designated  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance 
pursuant  to  Section  4  hereof.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  cause  to  be  mailed  or  otherwise  circulated  to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Series  2005E  Bonds 
copies  of  said  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may 
be  acceptable  to  the  Director  of  Public  Finance. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  award  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  to  the  bidder 
whose  bid  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the  City,  all  in  accordance  with  the 
procedures  described  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  Controller  shall  provide  a  copy  of  the 
Series  2005E  Bond  Award  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
the  Director  of  Public  Finance;  provided,  however,  that  failure  to  provide  such  copies  shall  not 
affect  the  validity  of  the  Series  2005E  Bond  Award. 

Section  14.  Publication  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds.  The  form  of  proposed  Notice 
of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Notice 
of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  cause  said  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions 
as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof,  to  be  published  once  in  The  Bond  Buyer 
or  another  financial  publication  generally  circulated  throughout  the  State  of  California. 

Section  15.  Solicitation  of  Competitive  Bids.  This  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  solicitation 
of  competitive  bids  for  the  purchase  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  on  the  date  and  at  the  place 
determined  in  accordance  with  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  herein  referenced. 

Section  16.  Official  Statement.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Statement  describing  the 
Series  2005E  Bonds  (the  "Official  Statement")  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and 
adopted  as  the  Official  Statement  describing  the  Series  2005E  Bonds,  with  such  additions, 
corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in 
accordance  with  Section  19  hereof.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  the  distribution 
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of  a  Preliminary  Official  Statement  deemed  final  for  purposes  of  Rule  1 5c2-1 2  of  the  Securities 
Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  and  to  sign  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  The  Controller  is 
hereby  further  authorized  and  directed  to  sign  the  final  Official  Statement.  The  Director  of  Public 
Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed  to  prospective 
bidders  for  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  copies  of  the  Official  Statement  in  substantially  the  form  of 
the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  approved  and  adopted  hereby,  as  completed,  supplemented, 
corrected  or  revised. 

Section  17.  Tax  Covenants,  (a)    General.  The  City  hereby  covenants  with  the  holders 
of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  that,  notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Resolution,  it 
shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action 
would  adversely  affect  the  exclusion  from  gross  income  of  interest  on  the  Series  2005E  Bonds 
under  Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  "Code"),  and  the  regulations 
issued  thereunder,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time,  and  any  successor 
provisions  of  law.  Reference  to  a  particular  section  of  the  Code  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a 
reference  to  any  successor  to  any  such  section.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use 
or  permit  the  use  of  proceeds  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  or  any  of  the  property  financed  or 
refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  by  any  person 
other  than  a  governmental  unit  (as  such  term  is  used  in  Section  141  of  the  Code),  in  such 
manner  or  to  such  extent  as  would  result  in  the  loss  of  exclusion  of  interest  on  the  Series 
2005E  Bonds  from  gross  income  for  federal  income  tax  purposes. 

(b)      Use  of  Proceeds.  The  City  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any 
action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  cause  the  Series  2O05E  Bonds  to  be 
"private  activity  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code,  and  in  furtherance 
thereof,  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  or  any  of  the 
property  financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds,  or  any  portion 
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thereof,  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  that  would  cause  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  to  be 
"private  activity  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code.  To  that  end,  so  long 
as  any  Series  2005E  Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  City,  with  respect  to  such  proceeds  and 
property  and  such  other  funds,  will  comply  with  applicable  requirements  of  the  Code  and  all 
regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  and  under 
Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended  (the  "1954  Code"),  to  the 
extent  such  requirements  are,  at  the  time,  applicable  and  in  effect.  The  City  shall  establish 
reasonable  procedures  necessary  to  ensure  continued  compliance  with  Section  141  of  the 
Code  (or,  if  applicable,  the  1954  Code)  and  the  continued  qualification  of  the  Series  2005E 
Bonds  as  "governmental  bonds." 

(c)  Arbitrage.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use 
of  any  proceeds  of  any  Series  2005E  Bonds,  or  of  any  property  financed  or  refinanced 
thereby,  or  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  action,  that  would  cause  the 
Series  2005E  Bonds  to  be  "arbitrage  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  148  of  the  Code. 
To  that  end,  the  City  shall  comply  with  all  requirements  of  Section  148  of  the  Code  and  all 
regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  to  the  extent 
such  requirements  are,  at  the  time,  in  effect  and  applicable  to  the  Series  2005E  Bonds. 

(d)  Federal  Guarantee.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  Series  2005E  Bonds  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  other 
action,  that  would  cause  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  to  be  "federally  guaranteed"  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  149(b)  of  the  Code. 

(e)  Compliance  with  Tax  Certificate.  In  furtherance  of  the  foregoing  tax 
covenants  of  this  Section  17,  the  City  covenants  that  it  will  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Tax  Certificate  to  be  executed  by  the  City,  dated  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Series  2005E 
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Bonds,  as  it  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time  (herein  called  the  "Tax  Certificate").  This 
covenant  shall  survive  payment  in  full  or  defeasance  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds. 

Section  18.  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  issued  by  the  City  to  permit  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  to 
comply  with  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  Rule  15c2-12  promulgated  under  the 
Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and 
adopted  as  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions 
as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof. 
The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate 
on  behalf  of  the  City  and  deliver  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  to  the  original  purchasers 
of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds. 

Section  19.  Modification  to  Documents.  Any  City  official  authorized  by  this  Resolution  to 
execute  any  document  is  hereby  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  to 
approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  to  the  document  or 
documents  such  official  is  authorized  to  execute  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  (provided 
that  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  shall  not  authorize  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  Series  2005E  Bonds  in  excess  of  579,370,000  or  conflict  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  4  hereof).  The  approval  of  any  change,  addition,  amendment  or  modification  to  any  of 
the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of 
the  document  in  question. 

Section  20.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  officials,  employees  and  agents 
of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds  are  hereby 
approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  21.  Relationship  to  Academy  Authorizing  Resolution.  In  the  event  of  any  conflict 
between  this  Resolution  and  the  Academy  Authorizing  Resolution,  the  terms  of  this  Resolution 
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shall  control.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing  and  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing 
Resolution,  the  City  is  not  obligated  to  transfer  money  from  the  General  Fund  to  the  Bond 
Account  to  pay  for  principal  and/or  interest  on  the  Series  2005E  Bonds. 

Section  22.  Accountability  Reports.  The  Series  2005E  Bonds  are  subject  to  Article  V  of 
Chapter  5  of  the  City's  Administrative  Code.  Accountability  report(s)  with  respect  to  the  Series 
2005E  Bonds  shall  be  submitted  at  the  time(s)  and  in  the  manner  required  by  said  Article  V. 

Section  23.  General  Authority.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor,  the 
City  Treasurer,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  the  City  Attorney  and  the  Controller  are  each 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  take  any  and  all  steps 
and  to  issue,  deliver  or  enter  into  any  and  all  certificates,  requisitions,  agreements,  notices, 
consents,  and  other  documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this 
resolution,  including  but  not  limited  to  letters  of  representations  to  any  depository  or  depositories 
which  they  or  any  of  them  might  deem  necessary  or  appropriate  in  order  to  consummate  the 
lawful  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Series  2005E  Bonds.

WHEREAS,  The  voters  of  the  State  of  California  in  March  2000  passed  Proposition  14, 
"The  California  Reading  and  Literacy  Improvement  and  Public  Library  Construction  and 
Renovation  Bond  Act  of  2000"  ("Bond  Act")  that  provides  state  matching  grants,  on  a 
competitive  basis,  for  qualifying  library  construction  and  remodeling  projects;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  voters  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  November  2000 
passed  Proposition  A,  "Branch  Library  Facilities  Improvement  Bonds,  2000"  that  authorized

Resolution  providing  for  the  issuance  of  not  to  exceed  $29,245,000  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Steinhart 
Aquarium  Improvement  Bonds,  1995);  authorizing  the  execution  ,  authentication  and 
registration  of  said  bonds;  providing  for  the  levy  of  a  tax  to  pay  the  principal  and 
interest  thereof;  providing  for  the  appointment  of  depositories  and  other  agents  for 
said  bonds;  providing  for  the  establishment  of  accounts  related  thereto;  ratifying 
certain  actions  previously  taken;  and  granting  general  authority  to  City  officials  to  take 
necessary  actions  in  connection  with  the  authorization,  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of 
said  bonds. 

WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  513-95  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (the 
"Board")  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  on  June  19,  1995,  it  was 
determined  and  declared  that  public  interest  and  necessity  demands  the  acquisition, 
construction  and/or  reconstruction  of  certain  improvements  to  the  Steinhart  Aquarium  and 
related  facilities  and  structures;  and, 

WHEREAS,  By  Ordinance  No.  246-95,  finally  passed  by  the  Board  on  July  24,  1995, 
the  Board  duly  called  a  special  election  to  be  held  on  November  7,1995,  for  the  purpose  of 
submitting  to  the  electors  of  the  City  a  proposition  to  incur  bonded  indebtedness  for  the 
acquisition,  construction  and/or  reconstruction  of  certain  improvements  to  the  Steinhart 
Aquarium  and  related  facilities  and  structures  (the  "Project");  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  special  election  was  held  in  the  City  on  November  7,  1995  for  the 
purpose  of  submitting  to  the  qualified  voters  of  the  City  a  proposition  for  incurring 
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indebtedness  of  the  City  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $29,245,000  to  finance  the 
Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Registrar  of  Voters  of  the  City  duly  and  regularly  canvassed  the  return 
of  said  election  and,  as  the  result  of  such  canvass,  certified  to  the  Board  that  more  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  votes  cast  on  said  proposition  favored  the  incurring  of  such  bonded 
indebtedness;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  has  determined,  and  does  hereby  declare  that  it  is  necessary 
and  desirable  that  all  of  said  bonds  designated  generally  as  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
General  Obligation  Bonds  (Steinhart  Aquarium  Improvement  Bonds,  1995)  (the  "Bond")  (each 
series  to  bear  such  additional  or  other  designation  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to 
distinguish  such  series  from  every  other  series  and  from  other  bonds  issued  by  the  City)  in  the 
aggregate  principal  $29,245,000,  be  issued  and  sold  in  series  from  time  to  time,  for  the 
purposes  authorized  and  on  the  conditions  set  forth  in  this  Resolution;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Bonds  will  be  payable  from  proceeds  of  the  annual  tax  levy  as 
provided  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Bonds  are  being  issued  pursuant  to  a  resolution  duly  adopted  by  the 
Board,  Title  5,  Division  2,  Part  1 ,  Chapter  3,  Article  4.5  of  the  California  Government  Code, 
the  Charter  of  the  City  and  a  duly  held  election;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Section  9.106  of  the  Charter  of  the  City,  there  shall  be 
delivered  a  certificate  of  a  duly  authorized  officer  of  the  City,  concurrently  with  the  issuance  of 
each  series  of  Bonds,  stating  that  the  outstanding  general  obligation  bond  indebtedness  of  the 
City,  including  all  series  of  the  Bonds  issued  and  to  be  issued  and  outstanding  on  the  date  of 
delivery  of  such  series,  will  not  exceed  three  percent  of  the  assessed  value  of  all  taxable  real 
and  personal  property  located  within  the  City;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Conditions  Precedent.  Ail  conditions,  things  and  acts  required  by  law  to 
exist,  to  happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to  and  in  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  exist, 
have  happened  and  have  been  performed  in  due  time,  form  and  manner  in  accordance  with 
applicable  law,  and  the  City  is  now  authorized  pursuant  to  this  Charter  and  applicable  law  to 
incur  indebtedness  in  the  manner  and  form  provided  in  this  Resolution. 

Section  3.  Issuance  of  the  Bonds.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  issuance  and  sale 
of  not  to  exceed  $29,  245,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  for  the  following 
proposition: 

STEINHART  AQUARIUM  IMPROVEMENT  BONDS,  1995.  $29,245,000  for  the 
acquisition,  construction  and/or  reconstruction  of  certain  improvements  to  Steinhart  Aquarium 
and  related  facilities  and  structures,  including,  seismic  upgrade,  asbestos  and  lead 
abatement,  disabled  access  improvements,  life  support  system  improvements,  building 
system  improvements  and  structural  improvements  and  related  acquisition,  construction,  and 
reconstruction  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  foregoing  purposes. 

The  Bonds  may  be  sold  in  one  or  more  series,  as  the  Board  shall  determine,  and  shall 
be  sold  in  accordance  with  law,  as  such  law  may  from  time  to  time  be  amended, 
supplemented  or  revised,  and  on  the  terms  and  conditions  approved  by  the  Board  in  this 
Resolution,  as  supplemented  by  such  other  resolution  or  resolutions  relating  to  such  series  of 
Bonds.  The  offering  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  may  be  aggregated  with  the  offering  and  sale  of 
other  general  obligation  bonds  being  issued  by  the  City  as  authorized  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Board. 
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Section  4.  Execution  and  Authentication.  The  resolution  of  the  Board  authorizing  and 
directing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  the  Bonds  shall  set  forth  the  form  of  such  bond,  with  such 
necessary  or  appropriate  variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as  may  be  permitted  by  such 
resolution.  "CUSIP"  identification  numbers  may  be  imprinted  on  Bonds,  but  such  numbers 
shall  not  constitute  a  part  of  the  contract  evidenced  by  the  Bonds  and  any  error  or  omission 
with  respect  thereto  shall  not  constitute  cause  for  refusal  of  any  purchaser  to  accept  delivery 
of  and  pay  for  the  Bonds.  In  addition,  failure  on  the  part  of  the  City  to  use  such  CUSIP 
numbers  in  any  notice  to  Owners  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  constitute  an  event  of  default  or  any 
violation  of  the  City's  contract  with  such  Owners  and  shall  not  impair  the  effectiveness  of  any 
such  notice. 

The  Bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  countersigned  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board.  All  signatures  hereinbefore  referred  to  may  be  facsimile  or  manual.  The  Clerk  of 
the  Board  shall  cause  the  official  seal  of  the  City  to  be  impressed  or  printed  on  each  of  the 
Bonds,  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  (the  "City  Treasurer")  shall  authenticate  the  Bonds  by  manual 
signature,  and  when  so  executed  and  authenticated,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  shall  deliver  the 
Bonds  to  or  for  the  account  of  the  purchaser  in  exchange  for  the  purchase  price  thereof. 

In  case  of  such  officers  whose  signatures  or  countersignatures  appear  on  the  Bond 
shall  cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds  to  the  purchaser,  such 
signatures  or  countersignatures  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes  as  if 
they  had  remained  in  office  until  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  5.  Transfer  or  Exchange  and  Registration  of  Bonds.  Any  Bond  may  be 
transferred  or  exchanged  in  accordance  with  its  terms  and  the  resolution  of  the  Board 
authorizing  and  directing  its  sale.  Each  Bond  shall  be  registered  in  accordance  with  the 
resolution  of  the  Board  authorizing  and  directing  its  sale. 
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Section  6.  General  Redemption  Provisions.  The  terms  of  redemption  (whether 
optional  redemption  or  mandatory  redemption),  if  any,  of  any  series  of  Bonds  and  the  manner 
prescribed  for  notice  of  any  redemption  of  such  series  of  Bonds  shall  be  set  forth  in  the 
resolution  of  the  Board  authorizing  and  directing  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  to  be  redeemed. 

The  resolution  of  the  Board  authorizing  and  directing  the  sale  of  each  series  of  Bonds 
shall  provide  that  the  City  Treasurer  shall  establish  a  Redemption  Account  for  such  series  of 
Bonds  and  shall  further  provide  for  the  deposit  and  application  of  moneys  in  such  Redemption 
Account. 

Section  7.  Tax  Levy.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the 
Bonds,  the  Board  at  the  time  of  fixing  the  general  tax  levy  shall  fix,  and  in  the  manner 
provided  for  such  general  tax  levy,  levy  and  collect  annually  until  the  Bonds  are  paid,  or  until 
there  shall  be  a  sum  set  apart  for  that  purpose  in  the  treasury  of  the  City  sufficient  to  meet  all 
sums  coming  due  for  payment  of  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds,  a  tax  sufficient  to  pay 
the  annual  interest  on  the  Bonds  as  the  same  becomes  due  and  also  such  part  of  the  principal 
thereof  as  shall  become  due  before  the  proceeds  of  a  tax  levied  at  the  time  for  making  the 
next  general  tax  levy  can  be  made  available  for  the  payment  of  such  interest  or  principal. 

Said  tax  shall  be  in  addition  to  all  other  taxes  levied  for  City  purposes,  shall  be 
collected  at  the  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  of  the  City  are  collected,  and 
shall  be  used  only  for  the  payment  of  the  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon. 

All  taxes  collected  pursuant  to  this  Section  7  shall  be  deposited  forthwith  in  a  special 
account  to  be  designated  as  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Steinhart  Aquarium  Improvement 
Bonds,  1995)  Bond  Account"  (the  "Bond  Account")  and  each  and  every  series  of  Bonds 
issued  under  this  Resolution  shall  be  equally  and  ratably  secured  by  the  taxes  collected 
pursuant  to  this  Section.  Such  account  shall  be  administered  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  kept 
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separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts.  Pursuant  to  the  resolution  of  the  Board 
authorizing  and  directing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  the  Bonds,  the  City  Treasurer  may  establish 
such  additional  accounts  and  subaccounts  within  the  Bond  Account  or  with  any  agent, 
including  but  not  limited  to  any  paying  agent  or  fiscal  agent,  as  may  be  necessary  or 
convenient  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  any  series  of  the  Bonds.  The  resolution  of 
the  Board  authorizing  and  directing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  the  Bonds  shall  establish 
subaccounts  within  the  Bond  Account  for  each  series  of  the  Bonds  to  provide  for  the  payment 
of  principal  and  interest  on  such  series  of  Bonds. 

The  City  Treasurer  shall  also  deposit  in  the  Bond  Account  from  the  proceeds  of  sale  of 
the  Bonds,  any  moneys  received  on  account  of  interest  accrued  on  the  Bonds  to  the  date  of 
payment  of  the  purchase  price  thereof,  and  such  other  moneys,  if  any,  as  may  be  specified  in 
the  resolution  of  the  Board  authorizing  and  directing  the  sale  of  each  series  of  Bonds.  So  long 
as  any  of  the  Bonds  are  outstanding,  moneys  in  the  Bond  Account  shall  be  used  and  applied 
by  the  City  Treasurer  solely  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the 
Bonds  as  such  principal  and  interest  shall  become  due  and  payable,  or  for  purchase  of  Bonds 
if  permitted  by  the  resolution  providing  for  the  sale  of  such  series  of  Bonds;  provided, 
however,  that  when  all  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  have  been  paid,  any 
moneys  then  remaining  in  said  account  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City. 
The  Board  shall  take  such  actions  annually  as  are  necessary  or  appropriate  to  cause  the  debt 
service  on  the  Bonds  due  in  any  fiscal  year  to  be  included  in  the  budget  for  such  fiscal  year 
and  to  make  the  necessary  appropriations  therefor. 

Section  8.  Administration  and  Disbursements  From  Bond  Account. 

(a)  Interest.  On  or  before  June  1 5  and  December  1 5  in  each  year  that  any  of  the 
Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  set  aside  in  the  Bond  Account  and  the 
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appropriate  subaccounts  therein  relating  to  each  series  of  the  Bonds  an  amount  which,  when 
added  to  the  amount  contained  in  the  Bond  Account  and  subaccounts  therein  on  that  date,  if 
any,  will  be  equal  to  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  interest  becoming  due  and  payable  on  each 
series  of  the  Bonds  outstanding  on  such  interest  payment  date. 

(b)  Principal.  On  or  before  June  15  in  each  year  that  any  of  the  Bonds  is  outstanding,  the 
City  Treasurer  shall  set  aside  in  the  Bond  Account  and  the  appropriate  subaccounts  therein 
relating  to  each  series  of  the  Bonds  an  amount  which  will  be  equal  to  the  principal  on  each  series 
of  the  Bonds  outstanding  that  will  become  due  and  payable  on  said  June  15,  including  those 
Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on  such  date  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  resolution 
authorizing  the  sale  of  such  Bonds. 

All  moneys  in  the  Bond  Account  shall  be  used  and  withdrawn  by  the  City  Treasurer  solely 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  each  series  of  the  Bonds  as  the  same 
shall  become  due  and  payable.  On  June  15  and  December  15  in  each  year  that  any  Bond  is 
outstanding,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  allocate,  transfer  and  apply  to  the  various  subaccounts  in 
the  Bond  Account  created  pursuant  to  the  resolutions  authorizing  the  sale  of  Bonds,  on  such 
date  on  which  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  any  series  of  Bonds  is  due,  from  moneys  on 
deposit  in  the  Bond  Account,  an  amount  equal  to  the  amount  of  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  or 
interest  due  on  said  date  with  respect  to  each  series  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding.  Unless 
other  provision  shall  have  been  made  pursuant  to  this  Resolution  for  the  payment  of  any  Bond, 
all  amounts  held  in  the  various  subaccounts  of  the  Bond  Account  created  pursuant  to  the 
resolutions  authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds  shall  be  used  and  applied  by  the  City 
Treasurer  to  pay  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  due  on  the  series  of  the  Bonds  to 
which  such  subaccount  relates,  as  and  when  due. 
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Section  9.  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem 
desirable  and  may  authorize  such  depository  to  perform,  under  the  supervision  of  the  City 
Treasurer,  any  of  the  City  Treasurer's  duties  and  responsibilities  under  this  Resolution,  to  the 
extent  permitted  by  applicable  law. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more 
agents  as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable 
law  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent, 
fiscal  agent,  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Bonds  or  may  assist  the  City  Treasurer  in 
performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall 
determine  including  such  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  City  Treasurer  provided  for  in  this 
Resolution.  Such  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  City  Treasurer 
shall  determine.  The  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents  appointed  pursuant  to  this 
paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  10.  Project  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  a  project  account  to  be 
designated  as  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Steinhart  Aquarium  Improvement  Bonds,  1995) 
Project  Account"  (the  "Project  Account").  The  Project  Account  shall  be  maintained  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  as  a  separate  account,  segregated  and  distinct  from  all  other  accounts.  The  City 
Treasurer  may  establish  such  accounts  and  subaccounts  within  the  Project  Account  as  may 
be  necessary  or  convenient  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  the  Project  or  the  Bonds. 

All  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  Bonds,  excluding  any  premium  and  accrued 
interest  received  thereon,  shall  be  deposited  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  Project 
Account  and  shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  objects  and  purposes  specified  in  the 
proposition  set  forth  in  Section  3  hereof.  When  such  objects  and  purposes  have  been 
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accomplished,  any  moneys  remaining  in  such  account  shail  be  transferred  to  the  Bond 
Account  established  pursuant  to  Section  7  hereof  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  principal 
of  and  interest  on  any  series  of  Bonds.  Amounts  in  the  Project  Account  may  be  applied  to  the 
payment  of  costs  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  including,  without  limitation,  bond  and  financial 
printing  expenses,  mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating  agency  fees,  and  the  fees  and 
expenses  of  paying  agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants  and  bond  counsel. 

Section  11.  Defeasance  Provisions.  The  resolution  of  the  Board  authorizing  and 
directing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds  may  provide  for  the  defeasance  of  such  series  of 
Bonds.  Any  Bonds  which  have  been  deemed  paid  in  accordance  with  the  defeasance 
provisions  of  the  Board  resolution  authorizing  and  directing  their  sale  shall  no  longer  be 
deemed  outstanding  under  this  Resolution. 

Section  12.  Tax  Covenants.  The  Bonds  may  be  issued  as  bonds  the  interest  on  which 
is  excluded  from  gross  income  for  federal  or  state  income  tax  purposes  or  as  bonds  the 
interest  on  which  is  included  in  gross  income  for  federal  or  state  income  tax  purposes.  With 
respect  to  any  series  of  the  Bonds  the  interest  on  which  is  excluded  from  gross  income  for 
federal  or  state  income  tax  purposes,  the  City  may  make  such  covenants  and  representations 
as  are  necessary  or  convenient  to  comply  with  applicable  laws  and  regulations. 

Section  13.  Other  Terms  and  Provisions  Relating  To  the  Bonds.  The  resolution  of  the 
Board  providing  for  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds  may  provide  for  (a)  the  purchase  of  bond 
insurance  or  other  credit  enhancement  relating  to  such  series  of  Bonds  and  to  the 
establishment  of  such  additional  terms  and  procedures  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  for 
the  application  of  such  bond  insurance  or  other  credit  enhancement  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Bondholders;  (b)  the  investment  of  moneys  held  in  any  fund  or  account  relating  to  the  Bonds 
in  specific  categories  or  types  of  investments,  so  long  as  such  investments  are  legal 
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investments  for  the  City  and  in  compliance  with  any  policy  or  guideline  of  the  City  applicable 
thereto;  (c)  the  adoption  of  any  supplemental  resolutions  relating  solely  to  such  series  of 
Bonds. 

Section  14.  Supplemental  Resolutions.  For  any  one  or  more  of  the  following  purposes 
and  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time,  a  supplemental  resolution  of  the  City  may  be  adopted, 
which,  without  the  requirement  of  consent  of  the  owners  of  the  Bonds,  shall  be  fully  effective  in 
accordance  with  its  terms: 

(a)  To  add  to  the  covenants  and  agreements  of  the  City  in  this  Resolution  or  any 
resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds,  other  covenants  and  agreements  to  be 
observed  by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with  this  Resolution  or  any 
resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds  as  theretofore  in  effect; 

(b)  To  add  to  the  limitations  and  restrictions  in  this  Resolution  or  any  resolution 
authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds,  other  limitations  and  restrictions  to  be  observed  by 
the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with  this  Resolution  or  any  resolution 
authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds  as  theretofore  in  effect; 

(c)  To  confirm,  as  further  assurance,  any  pledge  under,  and  the  subjection  to  any 
lien  or  pledge  created  or  to  be  created  by,  this  Resolution  or  any  resolution  authorizing  the  sale 
of  any  series  of  Bonds  as  then  in  effect,  of  any  moneys,  securities  or  funds,  or  to  establish  any 
additional  funds  or  accounts  to  be  held  under  this  Resolution  or  any  resolution  authorizing  the 
sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds; 

(d)  To  cure  any  ambiguity,  supply  any  omission,  or  cure  or  correct  any  defect  or 
inconsistent  provision  in  this  Resolution  or  any  resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of 
Bonds;  or 
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(e)  To  make  such  additions,  deletions  or  modifications  as  shall  not  be  materially 
adverse  to  the  owners  of  the  Bonds. 

Any  modification  or  amendment  of  this  Resolution  or  any  resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of 
any  series  of  Bonds  and  of  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  City  and  of  the  owners  of  the  Bonds, 
in  any  particular,  may  be  made  by  a  supplemental  resolution,  with  the  written  consent  of  the 
owners  of  at  least  a  majority  in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  outstanding  at  the  time 
such  consent  is  given.  No  such  modification  or  amendment  shall  permit  a  change  in  the  terms 
or  maturity  of  the  principal  of  any  outstanding  Bonds  or  of  any  interest  payable  thereon  or  a 
reduction  in  the  principal  amount  thereof  or  in  the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  or  shall  reduce  the 
percentage  of  Bonds  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  which  is  required  to  effect  any  such 
modification  or  amendment,  or  shall  reduce  the  amount  of  moneys  for  the  repayment  of  the 
Bonds  without  the  consent  of  all  the  owners  of  such  Bonds. 

Section  15.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  officials,  employees  and 
agents  of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Bonds  are  hereby  approved, 
confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  16.  General  Authority.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board,  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Board,  the  Mayor,  the  City  Treasurer,  the  City  Administrator,  the  City  Attorney,  the  Director  of 
Public  Finance  of  the  City  and  the  Controller  are  each  hereby  authorized  and  directed  in  the 
name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  take  any  and  all  steps  and  to  issue  and  deliver  any  and  all 
certificates,  requisitions,  agreements,  notices,  consents,  and  other  documents,  including  but 
not  limited  to,  letters  of  representations  to  any  depository  or  depositories,  which  they  or  any  of 
them  might  deem  necessary  or  appropriate  in  order  to  consummate  the  lawful  issuance,  sale 
and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  and  otherwise  to  give  effect  to  this  Resolution.

Resolution  authorizing  and  directing  the  sale  of  not  to  exceed  $29,245,000  General 
Obligation  Bonds  (Steinhart  Aquarium  Improvement  Bonds,  1995),  Series  2005F; 
prescribing  the  form  and  terms  of  said  bonds;  authorizing  the  execution,  authentication 
and  registration  of  said  bonds;  providing  for  the  appointment  of  depositories  and  other 
agents  for  said  bonds;  providing  for  the  establishment  of  accounts  related  thereto; 
approving  the  forms  of  official  notice  of  sale  and  notice  of  intention  to  sell  bonds;

authorized  the  issuance  of  its  Steinhart  Aquarium  Improvement  Bonds,  1995  (the  "Steinhart 
Bonds");  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  necessary  and  desirable  to  issue  an  amount  not  to  exceed  of 
$29,245,000  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Steinhart  Aquarium  Improvement  Bonds,  1995),  Series 
2005F  (the  "Series  2005F  Bonds");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Series  2005F  Bonds  are  being  issued  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing 
Resolution  and  Title  5,  Division  2,  Part  1,  Chapter  3,  Article  4.5  of  the  California  Government 
Code  (the  "Act"),  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  a  duly  held  election;  and,

2005F  Bonds  within  the  meaning  of  Section  864  of  the  California  Code  of  Civil  Procedure;  now,

RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Conditions  Precedent.  All  conditions,  things  and  acts  required  by  law  to  exist, 
to  happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to  and  in  the  issuance  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds 
exist,  have  happened  and  have  been  performed  in  due  time,  form  and  manner  in  accordance 
with  applicable  law,  and  the  City  is  now  authorized  pursuant  to  its  Charter  and  applicable  law  to 
incur  indebtedness  in  the  manner  and  form  provided  in  this  Resolution. 

Section  3.  Documents.  The  documents  presented  to  this  Board  and  on  file  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors")  are 
contained  in  File  No.      050733  . 

Section  4.  Issuance  and  Sale  of  Series  2005F  Bonds.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the 
issuance  and  sale  of  not  to  exceed  $29,245,000  principal  amount  of  bonds  to  be  designated  as 
"City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Steinhart  Aquarium  Improvement 
Bonds,  1 995),  Series  2005F"  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Proposition  B  approved  by  the  voters 
on  March  7,  2000.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the 
"Director  of  Public  Finance")  is  hereby  authorized  to  determine  the  sale  date,  the  maturity  dates 
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and  the  redemption  dates  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds,  subject  to  the  following  terms  and 
conditions:  (i)  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  shall  not  have  a  true  interest  cost  in  excess  of  12%  (as 
such  term  is  defined  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale);  and  (ii)  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  shall  not 
have  a  final  maturity  date  after  2029.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  further  authorized  to  give 
the  Series  2005F  Bonds  such  additional  or  other  series  designation  as  may  be  necessary  or 
appropriate  to  distinguish  such  series  from  every  other  series  and  from  other  bonds  issued  by 
the  City. 

Section  5.  Execution,  Authentication  and  Registration  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds.  The 
Series  2005F  Bonds  shall  be  in  fully  registered  form  without  coupons  in  denominations  of  $5,000 
or  any  integral  multiple  thereof.  The  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  directed  to  cause  the  Series 
2005F  Bonds  to  be  prepared  in  sufficient  quantity  for  delivery  to  or  for  the  account  of  the 
purchaser  thereof  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  directed  to  cause  the 
blanks  therein  to  be  completed  in  accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  cause  the  seal 
of  the  City  to  be  reproduced  or  impressed  thereon,  to  procure  their  execution  by  the  proper 
officers  of  the  City  (including  by  facsimile  signature  if  necessary  or  convenient),  and  to  deliver  the 
Series  2005F  Bonds  when  so  executed  to  said  purchaser  in  exchange  for  the  purchase  price 
thereof,  all  in  accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  Series  2005F  Bonds  and  the  certificate  of  authentication  and  registration,  manually 
executed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "City  Treasurer")  and  the  form 
of  assignment  to  appear  thereon  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A  (a 
copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  which  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein)  with  necessary  or  appropriate  variations, 
omissions  and  insertions  as  permitted  or  required  by  this  Resolution. 

Only  such  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  as  shall  bear  thereon  a  certificate  of  authentication 
and  registration  in  the  form  herein  recited,  executed  by  the  City  Treasurer,  shall  be  valid  or 
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obligatory  for  any  purpose  or  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution,  and  such  certificate  of  the 
City  Treasurer,  executed  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the  Series  2005F 
Bonds  so  authenticated  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  delivered  hereunder  and  are  entitled 
to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution. 

The  City  Treasurer  shall  assign  a  distinctive  letter,  or  number,  or  letter  and  number  to 
each  Series  2005F  Bond  authenticated  and  registered  by  him  or  her  and  shall  maintain  a  record 
thereof  which  shall  be  available  for  inspection. 

Section  6.  Registration  Books.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  at  the 
office  of  the  City  Treasurer,  or  at  the  designated  office  of  any  registrar  appointed  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  sufficient  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds,  which 
shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection,  and  upon  presentation  for  such  purpose,  the  City 
Treasurer  shall,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  he  or  she  may  prescribe,  register  or 
transfer  or  cause  to  be  registered  or  transferred,  on  said  books,  Series  2005F  Bonds  as  herein 
provided.  The  City  and  the  City  Treasurer  may  treat  the  registered  owners  of  the  Series  2005F 
Bonds  as  the  absolute  owners  thereof  for  all  purposes,  and  the  City  and  the  City  Treasurer  shall 
not  be  affected  by  any  notice  to  the  contrary. 

Section  7.  Transfer  or  Exchange  of  Bonds.  Any  Series  2005F  Bond  may,  in  accordance 
with  its  terms,  be  transferred  upon  the  books  required  to  be  kept  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  6  hereof,  by  the  person  in  whose  name  it  is  registered,  in  person  or  by  the  duly 
authorized  attorney  of  such  person  in  writing,  upon  surrender  of  such  Series  2005F  Bond  for 
cancellation,  accompanied  by  delivery  of  a  duly  executed  written  instrument  of  transfer  in  a  form 
approved  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Any  Series  2005F  Bonds  may  be  exchanged  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  for  a  like 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  other  authorized  denominations  of  the  same  interest  rate  and 
maturity. 
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Whenever  any  Series  2005F  Bond  shall  be  surrendered  for  transfer  or  exchange,  the 
designated  City  officials  shall  execute  (as  provided  in  Section  5  hereof)  and  the  City  Treasurer 
shall  authenticate  and  deliver  a  new  Series  2005F  Bond  or  Series  2005F  Bonds  of  the  same 
interest  rate  and  maturity  in  a  like  aggregate  principal  amount.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  require 
the  payment  by  any  bond  owner  requesting  any  such  transfer  of  any  tax  or  other  governmental 
charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such  transfer  or  exchange. 

No  transfer  or  exchange  of  Series  2005F  Bonds  shall  be  required  to  be  made  by  the  City 
Treasurer  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  (as  defined  herein)  next  preceding  each 
interest  payment  date  to  such  interest  payment  date  or  after  a  notice  of  redemption  shall  have 
been  mailed  with  respect  to  such  Series  2005F  Bond. 

Section  8.  Terms  of  the  Bonds;  General  Redemption  Provisions.  The  Series  2005F 
Bonds  shall  each  be  dated  the  first  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  are  sold 
or  such  other  date  (the  "Dated  Date")  as  specified  in  the  award  to  be  made  pursuant  to  Section 
1 3  hereof  (the  "Bond  Award").  The  Series  2005F  Bonds  shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date 
until  the  principal  is  paid  in  full  at  rates  to  be  determined  upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  2005F 
Bonds,  calculated  on  the  basis  of  a  360-day  year  comprised  of  twelve  30-day  months,  payable 
on  December  15,  2005,  and  semiannually  thereafter  on  June  15  and  December  15  of  each  year 
(or  such  other  dates  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award). 

The  principal  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  shali  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States  of  America  to  the  owner  thereof,  upon  the  surrender  thereof  at  maturity  or  earlier 
redemption  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  interest  on  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  shall  be 
payable  in  like  lawful  money  to  the  person  whose  name  appears  on  the  bond  registration  books 
of  the  City  Treasurer  as  the  owner  thereof  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the  last  day  of  the 
month  immediately  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  (the  "Record  Date"),  whether  or  not  such 
day  is  a  Business  Day  (as  herein  defined). 
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Each  Series  2005F  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  next 
preceding  the  date  of  authentication  thereof  unless  it  is  authenticated  as  of  a  day  during  the 
period  from  the  Record  Date  next  preceding  any  interest  payment  date  to  the  interest  payment 
date,  inclusive,  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  such  interest  payment  date,  or  unless  it 
is  authenticated  on  or  before  November  30,  2005  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated  in 
the  Bond  Award),  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date;  provided,  however, 
that  if,  at  the  time  of  authentication  of  any  Series  2005F  Bond,  interest  is  in  default  on  the  Series 
2005F  Bonds,  such  Series  2005F  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  to 
which  interest  has  previously  been  paid  or  made  available  for  payment  on  the  Series  2005F 
Bonds  or  from  the  Dated  Date  if  the  first  interest  payment  is  not  made.  Except  as  may  be 
otherwise  provided  in  connection  with  any  book-entry  only  system  applicable  to  the  Series 
2005F  Bonds,  payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Series  2005F  Bond  shall  be  made  by  check  mailed 
on  the  interest  payment  date  to  such  owner  at  such  owner's  address  as  it  appears  on  the 
registration  books  as  of  the  Record  Date;  provided,  however,  if  any  interest  payment  date  occurs 
on  a  day  that  banks  in  California  or  New  York  are  closed  for  business  or  the  New  York  Stock 
Exchange  is  closed  for  business,  then  such  payment  shall  be  made  on  the  next  succeeding  day 
that  banks  in  both  California  and  New  York  are  open  for  business  and  the  New  York  Stock 
Exchange  is  open  for  business  (a  "Business  Day");  and  provided,  further,  that  the  registered 
owner  of  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  at  least  $1 ,000,000  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  may 
submit  a  written  request  to  the  City  Treasurer  on  or  before  a  Record  Date  preceding  an  interest 
payment  date  for  payment  of  interest  by  wire  transfer  to  a  commercial  bank  located  within  the 
United  States.  For  so  long  as  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  are  held  in  book-entry  form  by  a 
securities  depository  selected  by  the  City  pursuant  to  Section  1 1  hereof,  payment  may  be  made 
to  the  registered  owner  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  designated  by  such  securities  depository  by 
wire  transfer  of  immediately  available  funds. 
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The  Series  2005F  Bonds  maturing  on  or  before  June  15, 2012  (or  such  other  date  as  may 
be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award)  shall  not  be  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to  maturity. 
The  Series  2005F  Bonds  maturing  on  or  after  June  15,  2013  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be 
designated  in  the  Bond  Award)  are  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to  their  respective  stated 
maturities,  at  the  option  of  the  City,  from  any  source  of  available  funds,  as  a  whole  or  in  part  on 
any  date  (with  the  maturities  to  be  redeemed  to  be  determined  by  the  City  and  by  lot  within  a 
maturity)  on  or  after  June  15,  2012  (or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond 
Award),  at  redemption  prices  equal  to  102%  of  the  principal  amount  redeemed  in  the  first  year 
the  Series  2005F  Bonds  are  subject  to  optional  redemption  (with  such  redemption  price  declining 
to  100%  at  the  rate  of  1 .0%  annually),  together  with  accrued  interest  to  the  date  of  redemption, 
or  such  other  redemption  prices  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award. 

The  Series  2005F  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  at  par,  by  lot,  in  any 
year  for  which  the  purchaser  thereof  has  designated  that  the  principal  amount  payable  with 
respect  to  that  year  shall  constitute  a  mandatory  sinking  fund  payment  as  permitted  by  the 
Official  Notice  of  Sale  (as  more  fully  described  in  Section  13  hereof).  Any  Series  2005F  Bonds 
subject  to  mandatory  redemption  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  Bond  Award.  The  principal 
and  interest  on  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the 
Series  2005F  Bond  Account,  pursuant  to  Section  9  hereof.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory 
redemption  for  the  Series  2005F  Bonds,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  the  Series  2005F 
Bonds  for  mandatory  redemption,  the  City  may  apply  such  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series 
2005F  Bond  Account  (as  defined  in  Section  9  hereof)  to  make  such  payment  to  the  purchase  of 
Series  2005F  Bonds  subject  to  such  redemption  at  public  or  private  sale,  as  and  when  and  at 
such  prices  not  in  excess  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  (including  sales  commission  and  other 
charges  but  excluding  accrued  interest),  as  the  City  may  determine. 
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Whenever  less  than  all  the  outstanding  Series  2005F  Bonds  maturing  on  any  one  date 
are  called  for  redemption  on  any  one  date,  the  City  Treasurer  will  select  the  Series  2005F  Bonds 
or  portions  thereof,  in  denominations  of  $5000  or  any  integral  multiple  thereof,  to  be  redeemed 
from  the  outstanding  Series  2005F  Bonds  maturing  on  such  date  not  previously  selected  for 
redemption,  by  lot,  in  any  manner  which  the  City  Treasurer  deems  fair.  The  date  on  which  the 
Series  2005F  Bonds  which  are  called  for  redemption  are  to  be  presented  for  redemption  is 
herein  sometimes  called  the  "redemption  date."  The  City  Treasurer  shall  mail,  or  cause  to  be 
mailed,  notice  of  any  redemption  of  Series  2005F  Bonds,  postage  prepaid,  to  the  respective 
registered  owners  thereof  at  the  addresses  appearing  on  the  bond  registration  books  not  less 
than  thirty  (30)  nor  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  redemption  date.  The  notice  of 
redemption  shall  (a)  state  the  redemption  date;  (b)  state  the  redemption  price;  (c)  state  the  dates 
of  maturity  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  and,  if  less  than  all  of  any  such  maturity  is  called  for 
redemption,  the  distinctive  numbers  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed, 
and  in  the  case  of  Series  2005F  Bonds  redeemed  in  part  only,  the  respective  portions  of  the 
principal  amount  thereof  to  be  redeemed;  (d)  state  the  CUSIP  number,  if  any,  of  each  Series 
2005F  Bond  to  be  redeemed;  (e)  require  that  such  Series  2005F  Bonds  be  surrendered  by  the 
owners  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (f)  give  notice  that  interest  on 
such  Series  2005F  Bonds  will  cease  to  accrue  after  the  designated  redemption  date. 

The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2005F  Bond  of  notice  of  such  redemption 
shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice,  or  any  defect 
in  such  notice  so  mailed,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings  for  the  redemption  of 
such  Series  2005F  Bonds  or  the  cessation  of  accrual  of  interest  on  such  Series  2005F  Bonds  on 
the  redemption  date. 

Notice  of  such  redemption  also  shall  be  given,  or  caused  to  be  given,  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  by  (i)  registered  or  certified  mail,  postage  prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile 
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transmission  or  (iii)  overnight  delivery  service,  to  (a)  all  organizations  registered  with  the 
Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  as  securities  depositories  and  (b)  such  other  services 
or  organizations  as  may  be  required  in  accordance  with  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate 
described  in  Section  18  hereof. 

The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer,  or  any 
agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed  agent  of 
the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  owner  of  any  Series  2005F  Bond  in 
accordance  with  this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all  parties. 

At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  or  the  Controller  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the 
"Controller")  determines  to  optionally  call  and  redeem  any  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds,  the  City 
Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall  establish  a  redemption  account  to  be  described  or  known  as 
the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Steinhart  Aquarium  Improvement  Bonds,  1995),  Series  2005F 
Redemption  Account"  (the  "Series  2005F  Redemption  Account")  and  prior  to  or  on  the 
redemption  date  there  must  be  set  aside  in  said  Series  2005F  Redemption  Account  moneys 
available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to  redeem  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  the  Series 
2005F  Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of  redemption,  subject  to  rescission  as  hereinafter 
provided.  Said  moneys  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series  2005F  Redemption  Account  solely  for 
the  purpose  of,  and  shall  be  applied  on  or  after  the  redemption  date  to,  payment  of  the 
redemption  price  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of 
such  Series  2005F  Bonds.  Any  interest  due  on  or  prior  to  the  redemption  date  may  be  paid  from 
the  Series  2005F  Bond  Account  as  provided  in  Section  9  hereof  or  from  the  Series  2005F 
Redemption  Account.  Moneys  held  from  time  to  time  in  the  Series  2005F  Redemption  Account 
shall  be  invested  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  the  City's  policies  and  guidelines  for 
investment  of  General  Fund  moneys.  If,  after  all  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  have  been 
redeemed  and  canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are  moneys  remaining  in  said  Series  2005F 
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Redemption  Account,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  or  to 
such  other  fund  or  account  as  required  by  applicable  law;  provided,  however,  that  if  said  moneys 
are  part  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  bonds,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  pursuant  to  the 
resolution  authorizing  such  refunding  bonds. 

When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given,  substantially  as  provided  herein,  and 
when  the  amount  necessary  for  the  redemption  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  called  for  redemption 
(principal  and  premium,  if  any)  is  set  aside  for  that  purpose  in  said  Series  2005F  Redemption 
Account,  as  provided  herein,  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall  become 
due  and  payable  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  thereof,  and  upon  presentation  and  surrender 
of  said  Series  2005F  Bonds  at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption,  such  Series 
2005F  Bonds  shall  be  redeemed  and  paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of  said  Series  2005F 
Redemption  Account.  No  interest  will  accrue  on  such  Series  2005F  Bonds  called  for  redemption 
after  the  redemption  date  and  the  registered  owners  of  such  Series  2005F  Bonds  shall  look  for 
payment  of  such  Series  2005F  Bonds  only  to  said  Series  2005F  Redemption  Account.  All 
Series  2005F  Bonds  redeemed  shall  be  canceled  forthwith  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall  not 
be  reissued. 

The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  and  notice  thereof  for  any  reason  on  any 
date  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  by  causing  written  notice  of  the  rescission  to  be  given 
to  the  owners  of  all  Series  2005F  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption.  Any  optional  redemption  and 
notice  thereof  shall  be  rescinded  if  for  any  reason  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  funds  are  not 
or  will  not  be  available  in  the  Series  2005F  Redemption  Account  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  in 
full  on  said  date  the  principal  of,  interest,  and  any  premium  due  on  the  Series  2005F  Bonds 
called  for  redemption.  Notice  of  rescission  of  redemption  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner 
notice  of  redemption  was  originally  given.  The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2005F 
Bond  of  notice  of  such  rescission  shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and  failure  to 
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receive  such  notice  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the 
rescission. 

Section  9.  Series  2005F  Bond  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the 
City  Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Steinhart  Aquarium 
Improvement  Bonds,  1995)  Bond  Account  (the  "Bond  Account")  created  pursuant  to  the 
Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Steinhart  Aquarium 
Improvement  Bonds,  1995),  Series  2005F  Bond  Account  (the  "Series  2005F  Bond  Account")," 
to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on 
amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2005F  Bond  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  2005F 
Bond  Account. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  the  Series 
2005F  Bonds  is  due,  including  any  Series  2005F  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on 
said  date,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series  2005F  Bond  Account, 
from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available 
moneys  contained  in  the  Series  2005F  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal  and  interest 
on  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  on  such  date. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Series  2005F  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  at  the 
option  of  the  City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and  deposit 
in  the  Series  2005F  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account  pursuant  to 
Section  8  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available 
moneys  contained  in  the  Series  2005F  Redemption  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal, 
interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  such  Series  2005F  Bonds  on  such  date.  The  City  Treasurer 
may  make  such  other  provision  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  and  any  redemption 
premium  on  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  as  is  necessary  or  convenient  to  permit  the  optional 
redemption  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds. 
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Amounts  in  the  Series  2005F  Bond  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2005F  Bond  Account  with  other  City  moneys 
or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2005F  Bond  Account  into  a  separate  fund  or  funds 
for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series 
2005F  Bond  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such 
commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer.  Any  bid  premium  or  accrued  interest 
received  upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Series  2005F 
Bond  Account. 

Section  10.  Project  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City  Treasurer  a 
special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Steinhart  Aquarium  Improvement  Bonds, 
1995)  Project  Account  (the  "Project  Account")  created  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Resolution, 
to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (Steinhart  Aquarium  Improvement  Bonds, 
1995),  Series  2005F  Project  Account"  (the  "Series  2005F  Project  Account"),  to  be  held 
separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on 
deposit  in  the  Series  2005F  Project  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  2005F  Project 
Account.  Amounts  in  the  Series  2005F  Project  Account  shall  be  expended  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution  for  the  acquisition,  renovation  and  construction  of 
the  Project  (as  defined  in  the  Authorizing  Resolution). 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2005F  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2005F  Project  Account  with  other  City 
moneys  or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2005F  Project  Account  into  a  separate  fund 
or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the 
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Series  2005F  Project  Account  (including  interest  earnings)  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for 
separately  notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the 
Series  2005F  Bonds.  Costs  of  issuance  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  shall  include,  without 
limitation,  bond  and  financial  printing  expenses,  mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating 
agency  fees,  the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying  agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants  and 
bond  counsel  and  the  reimbursement  of  departmental  expenses  in  connection  with  the 
issuance  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds. 

Section  1 1 .  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem 
desirable  and  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  8  hereof  relating  to  registration  of  ownership  of 
the  Series  2005F  Bonds,  and  payments  and  redemption  notices  to  owners  of  the  Series  2005F 
Bonds  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of  such  depository.  The  City 
will  not  have  any  responsibility  or  obligation  to  any  purchaser  of  a  beneficial  ownership  interest  in 
any  Series  2005F  Bonds  or  to  any  participants  in  such  a  depository  with  respect  to  (i)  the 
accuracy  of  any  records  maintained  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein;  (ii) 
any  notice  that  is  permitted  or  required  to  be  given  to  the  owners  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds 
under  this  Resolution;  (iii)  the  selection  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of 
any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event  of  a  partial  redemption  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds; 
(iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  amount  with 
respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption  premium,  if  any,  or  interest  due  with  respect  to  the  Series 
2005F  Bonds;  (v)  any  consent  given  or  other  action  taken  by  such  securities  depository  as  the 
owner  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds;  or  (vi)  any  other  matter. 
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The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  agents 
as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable  law  and 
under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent,  fiscal 
agent,  rebate  calculation  agent  or  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  or  may 
assist  the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the 
City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents  appointed 
pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  12.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Series  2005F 
Bonds  may  be  provided  for  prior  to  such  Series  2005F  Bonds'  respective  stated  maturities  by 
irrevocably  depositing  with  the  City  Treasurer  (or  any  commercial  bank  or  trust  company 
designated  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrow  agent  with  respect  thereto): 

(a)  An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  such  Series  2005F 
Bonds  or  a  portion  thereof,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except  that  in  the  case  of 
Series  2005F  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  such  Series  2005F  Bonds'  respective 
stated  maturities  and  in  respect  of  which  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  have  been  given  as 
provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made 
by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be  deposited  shall  be  the  principal  amount  thereof,  all  unpaid  interest 
thereon  to  the  redemption  date,  and  any  premium  due  on  such  redemption  date;  or 

(b)  Defeasance  Securities  (as  herein  defined)  not  subject  to  call,  except  as 
provided  below  in  the  definition  thereof,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and  in  such 
amounts,  together  with  interest  earnings  and  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without  reinvestment,  as 
certified  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  and 
all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  redemption  date,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  any  premium 
due  on  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  to  be  paid  or  redeemed,  as  such  principal  and  interest  come 
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due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to 
maturity,  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  be  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an 
irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City;  then,  all  obligations  of 
the  City  with  respect  to  said  outstanding  Series  2005F  Bonds  shall  cease  and  terminate,  except 
only  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  funds  deposited  pursuant  to 
paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  12,  to  the  owners  of  said  Series  2005F  Bonds  all  sums  due 
with  respect  thereto;  provided,  that  the  City  shall  have  received  an  opinion  of  nationally 
recognized  bond  counsel,  that  provision  for  the  payment  of  said  Series  2005F  Bonds  has  been 
made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  12. 

For  purpose  of  this  Section  12,  "Defeasance  Securities"  shall  mean  any  of  the  following 
which  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for  the  moneys 
proposed  to  be  invested  therein: 

(1 )  United  States  Obligations  (as  herein  defined);  and 

(2)  Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the  following 
conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity,  or  the 
trustee  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling  and  redemption  and  the 
issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than  as  set  forth  in  such 
instructions;  (b)  the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  and/or  United  States  Obligations; 

(c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States  Obligations  (plus  any  cash  in  the  escrow 
fund  or  the  redemption  account)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  municipal  obligations; 

(d)  the  United  States  Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the  municipal  obligations  are  held  by  the 
City  Treasurer  or,  if  appointed  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  Section  1 1  hereof,  an  escrow 
agent  or  trustee;  (e)  the  United  States  Obligations  are  not  available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims, 
including  those  against  the  trustee  or  escrow  agent;  and  (f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated, 
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at  the  time  of  original  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund,  the  highest  ratings  category  by  any  two  of  the 
three  Rating  Agencies  (as  defined  herein). 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "United  States  Obligations"  shall  mean  (i)  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds  which 
have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry  form  or 
(ii)  any  security  issued  by  an  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States  of  America  which  is 
selected  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  that  results  in  the  escrow  fund  being  rated,  the  highest 
ratings  category  by  any  two  of  the  three  Rating  Agencies  (as  defined  herein)  at  the  time  of  the 
initial  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund  and  upon  any  substitution  or  subsequent  deposit  to  the  escrow 
fund. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "Rating  Agencies"  shall  mean  Moody's  Investors  Service, 
Inc.  ("Moody's"),  Fitch  Ratings  ("Fitch"),  and  Standard  and  Poor's  Rating  Services,  a  division  of 
The  McGraw-Hill  Companies,  Inc.  ("S&P"),  or  any  other  nationally-recognized  bond  rating 
agency  which  is  the  successor  to  any  of  the  foregoing  rating  agencies. 

Section  13.  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting 
bids  for  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the 
Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids  for  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  with  such  changes,  additions  and 
modifications  as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof. 

Proposals  shall  be  received  on  the  date  designated  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance 
pursuant  to  Section  4  hereof.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  cause  to  be  mailed  or  otherwise  circulated  to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Series  2005F  Bonds 
copies  of  said  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may 
be  acceptable  to  the  Director  of  Public  Finance. 
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The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  award  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  to  the  bidder 
whose  bid  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the  City,  all  in  accordance  with  the 
procedures  described  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  Controller  shall  provide  a  copy  of  the 
Series  2005F  Bond  Award  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
the  Director  of  Public  Finance;  provided,  however,  that  failure  to  provide  such  copies  shall  not 
affect  the  validity  of  the  Series  2005F  Bond  Award. 

Section  14.  Publication  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds.  The  form  of  proposed  Notice 
of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Notice 
of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  cause  said  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions 
as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof,  to  be  published  once  in  The  Bond  Buyer 
or  another  financial  publication  generally  circulated  throughout  the  State  of  California. 

Section  15.  Solicitation  of  Competitive  Bids.  This  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  solicitation 
of  competitive  bids  for  the  purchase  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  on  the  date  and  at  the  place 
determined  in  accordance  with  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  herein  referenced. 

Section  16.  Official  Statement.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Statement  describing  the 
Series  2005F  Bonds  (the  "Official  Statement")  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and 
adopted  as  the  Official  Statement  describing  the  Series  2005F  Bonds,  with  such  additions, 
corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in 
accordance  with  Section  19  hereof.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  the  distribution 
of  a  Preliminary  Official  Statement  deemed  final  for  purposes  of  Rule  15c2-12  of  the  Securities 
Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  and  to  sign  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  The  Controller  is 
hereby  further  authorized  and  directed  to  sign  the  final  Official  Statement.  The  Director  of  Public 
Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed  to  prospective 
bidders  for  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  copies  of  the  Official  Statement  in  substantially  the  form  of 
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the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  approved  and  adopted  hereby,  as  completed,  supplemented, 
corrected  or  revised. 

Section  17.  Tax  Covenants,  (a)    General.  The  City  hereby  covenants  with  the  holders 
of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  that,  notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Resolution,  it 
shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action 
would  adversely  affect  the  exclusion  from  gross  income  of  interest  on  the  Series  2005F  Bonds 
under  Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  "Code"),  and  the  regulations 
issued  thereunder,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time,  and  any  successor 
provisions  of  law.  Reference  to  a  particular  section  of  the  Code  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a 
reference  to  any  successor  to  any  such  section.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use 
or  permit  the  use  of  proceeds  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  or  any  of  the  property  financed  or 
refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  by  any  person 
other  than  a  governmental  unit  (as  such  term  is  used  in  Section  141  of  the  Code),  in  such 
manner  or  to  such  extent  as  would  result  in  the  loss  of  exclusion  of  interest  on  the  Series 
2005F  Bonds  from  gross  income  for  federal  income  tax  purposes. 

(b)      Use  of  Proceeds.  The  City  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any 
action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  cause  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  to  be 
"private  activity  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code,  and  in  furtherance 
thereof,  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  or  any  of  the 
property  financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  that  would  cause  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  to  be 
"private  activity  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code.  To  that  end,  so  long 
as  any  Series  2005F  Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  City,  with  respect  to  such  proceeds  and 
property  and  such  other  funds,  will  comply  with  applicable  requirements  of  the  Code  and  all 
regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  and  under 
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Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended  (the  "1954  Code"),  to  the 
extent  such  requirements  are,  at  the  time,  applicable  and  in  effect.  The  City  shall  establish 
reasonable  procedures  necessary  to  ensure  continued  compliance  with  Section  141  of  the 
Code  (or,  if  applicable,  the  1954  Code)  and  the  continued  qualification  of  the  Series  2005F 
Bonds  as  "governmental  bonds." 

(c)  Arbitrage.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use 
of  any  proceeds  of  any  Series  2005F  Bonds,  or  of  any  property  financed  or  refinanced 
thereby,  or  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  action,  that  would  cause  the 
Series  2005F  Bonds  to  be  "arbitrage  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  148  of  the  Code. 
To  that  end,  the  City  shall  comply  with  all  requirements  of  Section  148  of  the  Code  and  all 
regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  to  the  extent 
such  requirements  are,  at  the  time,  in  effect  and  applicable  to  the  Series  2005F  Bonds. 

(d)  Federal  Guarantee.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  Series  2005F  Bonds  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  other 
action,  that  would  cause  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  to  be  "federally  guaranteed"  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  149(b)  of  the  Code. 

(e)  Compliance  with  Tax  Certificate.  In  furtherance  of  the  foregoing  tax 
covenants  of  this  Section  1 7,  the  City  covenants  that  it  will  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Tax  Certificate  to  be  executed  by  the  City,  dated  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Series  2005F 
Bonds,  as  it  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time  (herein  called  the  "Tax  Certificate").  This 
covenant  shall  survive  payment  in  full  or  defeasance  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds. 

Section  18.  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  issued  by  the  City  to  permit  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  to 
comply  with  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  Rule  15c2-12  promulgated  under  the 
Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and 
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adopted  as  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions 
as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof. 
The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate 
on  behalf  of  the  City  and  deliver  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  to  the  original  purchasers 
of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds. 

Section  19.  Modification  to  Documents.  Any  City  official  authorized  by  this  Resolution  to 
execute  any  document  is  hereby  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  to 
approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  to  the  document  or 
documents  such  official  is  authorized  to  execute  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  (provided 
that  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  shall  not  authorize  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  Series  2005F  Bonds  in  excess  of  $29,245,000  or  conflict  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  4  hereof).  The  approval  of  any  change,  addition,  amendment  or  modification  to  any  of 
the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of 
the  document  in  question. 

Section  20.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  officials,  employees  and  agents 
of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds  are  hereby 
approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  21.  Relationship  to  Authorizing  Resolution.  In  the  event  of  any  conflict  between 
this  Resolution  and  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  the  terms  of  this  Resolution  shall  control. 

Section  22.  Accountability  Reports.  The  Series  2005F  Bonds  are  subject  to  Article  V  of 
Chapter  5  of  the  City's  Administrative  Code.  Accountability  report(s)  with  respect  to  the  Series 
2005F  Bonds  shall  be  submitted  at  the  time(s)  and  in  the  manner  required  by  said  Article  V. 

Section  23.  General  Authority.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor,  the 
City  Treasurer,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  the  City  Attorney  and  the  Controller  are  each 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  take  any  and  all  steps 
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and  to  issue,  deliver  or  enter  into  any  and  all  certificates,  requisitions,  agreements,  notices, 
consents,  and  other  documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this 
resolution,  including  but  not  limited  to  letters  of  representations  to  any  depository  or  depositories 
which  they  or  any  of  them  might  deem  necessary  or  appropriate  in  order  to  consummate  the 
lawful  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Series  2005F  Bonds.

WHEREAS,  AB  1612  would  require  cigarette  manufacturers  to  adopt  some 
responsibility  for  cleaning  up  the  problems  they  are  causing  by  paying  a  specified  fee  per

WHEREAS,  Public  education  and  outreach  programs  will  be  developed  to  inform  the 
public  about  the  impacts  of  cigarette  pollution  and  litter;  and,

Are  you  or  are  you  are  you  not,  And  if  so,  for  whom 
are  you  hot?  ..  You  like  a  batter  who  hides  a  bunt  Different  behind  from  what's  up  front,  To 
every  group  you  have  sex  appeal.  Toward  whom  now  do  your  favors  weal?  ..  Spun  you  a 
folklore  around  your  acts,  Please  separate  now  the  fiction  from  facts";  and, 

WHEREAS,  During  a  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  San  Francisco  Building 
Inspection  Commission  (SF  BIC)  on  April  4th,  2005,  certain  members  of  the  Residential 
Builders  Association  repeatedly  attacked  the  professional  qualifications  of  a  female  employee 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  by  criticizing  her  status  as  an  expectant  mother 
incapable  of  performing  her  duties  and  implying  her  pending  maternity  leave  would  be  a

Resolution  urging  the  Federal  Food  and  Drug  Administration  (FDA)  to  rescind  its  policy 
recommendations  for  anonymous  sperm  donors  which  bar  gay  and  bisexual  men  from 
being  prospective  donors,  and  further  urging  the  FDA  to  adopt  community 
recommendations  to  institute  a  non-discriminatory  policy  based  on  sexual  behavior 
rather  than  sexual  orientation. 

WHEREAS,  The  Federal  Food  and  Drug  Administration  (FDA)  announced  new  policy 
guidelines  that  will  take  effect  on  May  25,  2005  which  recommend  prohibition  of  any  man  who 
has  engaged  in  homosexual  sex  during  the  previous  five  years,  from  being  an  anonymous 
sperm  donor;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  FDA  has  repeatedly  rejected  community  recommendations  to  adopt  a 
non-discriminatory  screening  protocol  that  focuses  on  high-risk  sexual  behavior  by  potential 
donors,  regardless  of  sexual  orientation;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  FDA  bases  its  latest  recommendations  on  unscientific  claims  that  all 
gay  men  pose  a  higher-than-average  risk  for  carrying  HIV;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  FDA  recommendation  would  permit  as  sperm  donors  self-proclaimed 
heterosexual  men  who  had  unprotected  sex  with  any  man  or  woman  who  is  HIV  positive,  but 
would  prohibit  from  being  sperm  donors  gay  and  bisexual  men  who  are  in  monogamous 
relationships  unless  they  were  celibate  for  five  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  Although  the  FDA  guidelines  are  not  mandatory,  sperm  banks  and  fertility 
clinic  throughout  the  nation  have  already  instituted  practices  which  decline  gay  and  bisexual 
sperm  donors;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  FDA  recommendations  are  based  not  only  on  baseless  scientific 
grounds,  but  are  also  repugnant  for  their  overt  and  unnecessary  exclusion  of  gay  and  bisexual 
men  as  viable  potential  donors;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  FDA  recommendations  pose  a  potential  health  threat  in  that  the 
agency  itself  ignores  the  increasing  risk  of  heterosexual  transmission  of  HIV,  especially  in 
communities  of  color;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
condemns  the  discriminatory  policy  recommendations  set  forth  by  the  Federal  Food  and  Drug 
Administration  barring  gay  and  bisexual  men  from  being  anonymous  sperm  donors;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  FDA  to  adopt 
community  recommendations  to  institute  a  non-discriminatory  policy  based  on  sexual 
behavior  rather  than  sexual  orientation  in  which  prospective  donors  would  be  rejected  if  they 
engaged  in  unprotected  sex  in  the  previous  12  months  with  an  HIV-positive  person,  an 
intravenous  drug  user  or  any  individuals  of  unknown  HIV  status. 
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Resolution  urging  the  Federal  Food  and  Drug  Administration  (FDA)  to  rescind  its  policy 
recommendations  for  anonymous  sperm  donors  which  bar  gay  and  bisexual  men  from  being 
prospective  donors,  and  further  urging  the  FDA  to  adopt  community  recommendations  to  institute  a 
non-discriminatory  policy  based  on  sexual  behavior  rather  than  sexual  orientation.

[Supporting  State  Legislation.] 


Resolution  urging  the  California  State  Legislature  to  approve  Assembly  Bill  781, 
introduced  by  Assemblyman  Mark  Leno. 


WHEREAS,  On  February  18,  2005,  California  Assemblyman  Mark  Leno  introduced 
Assembly  Bill  781 ,  a  bill  aimed  at  limiting  the  prohibition  placed  on  public  entities  from 
compelling  owners  of  real  property  to  stay  in  the  rental  business  to  property  owners  who  have 
owned  their  property  for  longer  then  five  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  state  Ellis  Act  (California  Government  Code  7060-7060.7)  was 
adopted  by  the  California  Legislature  in  1985  after  the  California  Supreme  Court  ruled  that 
landlords  do  not  have  the  right  to  evict  tenants  to  go  out  of  the  business  of  being  a  landlord; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Although  the  Ellis  Act  was  originally  adopted  to  allow  long-term  landlords 
the  option  of  leaving  the  landlord  business  altogether,  a  recent  study  conducted  by  the  San 
Francisco  Tenants  Union  of  Ellis  Act  petitions  filed  during  2003-04  in  San  Francisco 
concluded  that  the  Act  is  primarily  used  by  real  estate  speculators  who  have  owned  the 
subject  property  for  a  period  of  less  then  5  years;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  study  conducted  by  the  San  Francisco  Tenants  Union  found  that  well 
over  half  of  the  Ellis  Act  filings  come  within  six  months  of  the  building's  purchase  and  almost 
two-thirds  of  the  filings  come  within  the  first  year;  with  fully  seventy-eight  percent  taking  place 
within  the  first  five  years  of  ownership;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  North  Beach,  Castro  and  Mission  communities  of  San  Francisco  have 
been  particularly  hard-hit  by  the  increase  in  speculative  Ellis  Act  evictions  involving,  in  the 
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case  of  North  Beach,  a  property  owner  who  filed  Ellis  Act  petitions  for  five  of  the  six  buildings 
he  purchased  within  six  months  of  the  date  of  purchase;  and. 

WHEREAS,  The  use  of  the  Ellis  Act  to  evict  long-term  tenants  for  the  purpose  of  short- 
term  real  estate  speculation  causes  substantial  damage  to  the  fabric  of  San  Francisco 
neighborhoods  by  forcing  families  and  long-term  residents  to  relocate;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  copy  of  Assembly  Bill  781  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.      ,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set 
forth  fully  herein;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
hereby  urges  the  California  State  Legislature  to  approve  Assembly  Bill  781  and  any  related

[Allocation  of  Mental  Health  Services  Act  Funds.] 

Resolution  establishing  mental  health  services  for  San  Franciscans  exposed  to  gun 
and  gang  violence  and  for  youth  in  the  juvenile  justice  system  as  policy  priorities  in  the 
Board  of  Supervisors'  review  of  the  City's  submission  to  the  State  for  Mental  Health 
Services  Act  funds. 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  had  88  homicides  in  2004,  a  28  percent  increase  from  the 
year  before;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Police  Department  reported  that  63  of  San  Francisco's 
88  homicides  in  2004  involved  a  firearm;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  of  April  19,  there  have  been  24  homicides  in  San  Francisco  in  2005; 

and, 

WHEREAS,  Research  by  Hill  and  Jones  found  that  more  than  75%  of  American 
children  and  adolescents  in  lower-income  urban  areas  report  having  been  exposed  to 
community  violence;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  National  Institutes  of  Health  concluded  that  the  effects  of  experiencing 
traumatic  stress,  either  as  a  witness  or  direct  victim,  are  a  major  public  health  problem  in  the 
United  States,  with  consequences  of  potentially  severe  psychological,  behavioral,  medical, 
and  social  dysfunction;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  National  Center  for  Children  Exposed  to  Violence  determined  that 
children  living  in  violent  communities  are  at  an  increased  risk  for  injury,  developmental 
disorders,  juvenile  crime,  PTSD  and  related  anxiety  disorders;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Research  by  Berman  et  al.  found  that  34%  of  urban  youths  exposed  to 
community  violence  have  been  reported  to  develop  post-traumatic  stress  disorder  (PTSD); 

and, 

WHEREAS,  Children  and  youth  experiencing  the  symptoms  of  PTSD  have  impaired 
abilities  to  perform  academically  and  socially,  and  have  disrupted  development;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  California  Attorney  General's  Crime  and  Violence 
Prevention  Center,  studies  show  that  children  exposed  to  violence,  either  as  victims  or  as 
witnesses,  are  more  likely  to  become  juvenile  or  youth  offenders;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Research  by  Aisenberg  found  that  mothers  exposed  to  community 
violence  manifest  significant  levels  of  distress  symptomalogy,  including  PTSD,  depression, 
and  anxiety;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  National  Mental  Health  Association  (NMHA)  reports  that  the 
prevalence  of  mental  health  disorders  among  youths  in  the  juvenile  justice  system  is  as  high 
as  60  percent;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Research  by  Cocozza  and  Skowyra  found  that  at  least  one  in  every  five 
youths  in  juvenile  justice  facilities  across  the  United  States  have  what  is  considered  to  be  a 
serious  mental  health  disorder;  and, 

WHEREAS.  Thirty  percent  of  incarcerated  boys  and  50%  of  incarcerated  girls  suffer 
from  PTSD,  according  to  studies  by  Cauffman  et  al;  and, 

WHEREAS,  NMHA  found  that  recidivism  rates  among  youth  in  the  juvenile  justice 
system  who  receive  mental  health  treatment  are  as  much  as  25%  lower  than  the  rates  of 
those  children  and  teens  in  untreated  control  groups;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  2005  congressional  report,  Incarceration  of  Youth  Who  Are  Waiting  for 
Community  Mental  Health  Services  in  California,  found  that  the  majority  of  California's  juvenile 
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detention  facilities  inappropriately  incarcerate  youths  while  waiting  for  availabilities  in 
community  mental  health  services;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Incarceration  of  Youth  Who  Are  Waiting  for  Community  Mental  Health 
Services  in  California  reported  that  in  a  six-month  period,  799  youths  were  held  unnecessarily 
and  stayed  in  jails  an  average  of  two  months;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  November  2004,  the  voters  of  California  approved  Proposition  63,  the 
"Mental  Health  Services  Act"  (the  "Act");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Act  imposes  an  additional  one  percent  tax  on  taxpayers'  taxable 
personal  income  above  one  million  dollars  to  provide  dedicated  funding  for  the  expansion  of 
county  mental  health  services;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Act  requires  each  county's  mental  health  program  to  prepare  and 
submit  to  the  State  an  annually  updated  three-year  plan  for  allocating  funds  available  under 
the  Act;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  December  2004  Mayor  Newsom  announced  the  formation  of  a  task 
force  to  consider  proposals  regarding  how  the  funding  the  City  receives  through  Proposition 
63  should  be  allocated;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  section  10.170  et  seq.  the

Resolution  Commending  the  Homeless  Mothers  Who  Are  Struggling  to  Raise  Families 
in  San  Francisco  in  the  Midst  of  a  Housing  Crisis. 

WHEREAS,  A  report  by  the  San  Francisco  City's  Controller  found  that  by  2002  the  City 
lacks  sufficient  shelter  beds  for  homeless  families  and  families  usually  wait  three  to  five 
months  for  space  in  a  full-service  shelter.  In  2005  the  wait  list  to  get  into  a  full  service  shelter 
continues  to  be  as  high  as  100  and  the  wait  continues  to  be  three  to  five  months;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor  of  San  Francisco  at  his  State  of  the  City's  Children  address  on 
April  6,  2005  noted  that  San  Francisco's  housing  crisis  is  in  part  due  to  the  fact  that  it  cost  a 
family  of  three  over  $69,000  annually  to  live  in  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Most  homeless  families  do  not  earn  enough  money,  even  those  who  are 
employed,  to  be  able  to  pay  for  "affordable"  housing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  More  than  five  hundred  children,  under  17  years  of  age,  live  in  San 
Francisco  Emergency  and  Transitional  Shelters  on  any  single  day;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Ten  Year  Plan  to  abolish  chronic  homelessness  self 
proclaims  on  page  one  of  its  "Changing  Directions"  Executive  Summary  that  "This  plan  is 
directed  at  the  3,000  chronically  homeless".  A  chronically  homeless  individual  is  defined  as 
"an  unaccompanied  disabled  individual  who  has  been  sleeping  in  one  or  more  places  not 
meant  for  human  habitation  or  in  one  or  more  emergency  homeless  shelters  for  over  one 
year  or  who  has  had  four  or  more  periods  of  homelessness  over  three  years".  Thus,  the  plan 
focuses  on  single  individuals  and  does  not  prioritize  the  needs  of  the  many  homeless  parents

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WHEREAS,  According  to  the  2000  U.S.  Census,  San  Francisco  had  the  lowest 
percentage  of  people  younger  than  1 8  of  any  large  city  in  the  nation,  1 4.5  percent,  compared

WHEREAS,  The  2000  U.S.  Census  reported  that  despite  an  overall  7%  population 
growth  in  San  Francisco,  the  African  American  population  decreased  from  78,931  to  60,515,

Resolution  supporting  H.R.  1712  and  S880  which  intends  to  expand  the  boundaries  of 
the  Gulf  of  the  Farallones  National  Marine  Sanctuary  and  the  Cordell  Bank  National 
Marine  Sanctuary. 

WHEREAS,  The  Gulf  of  the  Farallones  National  Marine  Sanctuary  (GFNMS)  was 
established  in  1981  and  the  Cordell  Bank  National  Marine  Sanctuary  was  established  in 
1987  to  protect  the  marine  environment  in  general  and  the  area's  26  species  of  marine 
mammals  and  13  species  of  breeding  seabirds  in  particular;  and, 

WHERAS,  These  marine  environments  have  national  and  international  significance, 
exceed  the  biological  productivity  of  tropical  rain  forests,  support  high  levels  of  biological 
diversity,  and  are  easily  susceptible  to  damage  from  human  activities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Since  the  1980's,  oil  spills  and  scientific  investigation  have  made  it  clear 
that  to  accomplish  this  protection,  a  unified  ecologically  based  protection  plan  needed  to 
encompass  a  larger  area  that  was  originally  set  aside;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Now  33  marine  mammal  species  use  this  area  and  over  half  of  these 
mammals  are  threatened  or  endangered;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Area  populations  of  these  species  are  healthy,  increasing  and  continually 
seen  further  north  and  west  of  the  original  GFNMS  and  CBNMS  boundaries  and, 

WHEREAS,  GFNMS  has  the  first  or  second  largest  population  of  Blue  and  Humpback 
Whales  in  the  world  and  these  whales  use  areas  north  of  the  GFNMS  boundary;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Bodega  Canyon,  a  unique  geological  feature  that  is  proposed  to 
be  added  to  the  CBNMS,  is  believed  to  be  key  to  the  coast's  high  biological 
productivity;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Scientific  research  is  continually  revealing  the  importance  of  estuaries  as 
nurseries  for  aquatic  species  and  migration  corridors  for  threatened  and  endangered  salmon; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Currently,  the  important  estuaries  of  the  Russian  and  Gualala  Rivers  are 
not  in  GFNMS  jurisdiction;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  has  become  clear  that  when  natural  perturbations  occur,  such  as  El 
Nino  and  La  Nina,  whales,  seabirds,  fish  and  other  marine  mammals  move  north  of  the 
existing  GFNMS  and  CBNMS  boundary  of  protection  and  study;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Advances  in  petroleum  extraction  and  the  oil  industry's  (and 
Administration's)  push  toward  opening  new  reserves,  make  it  necessary  that  the  GFNMS  and 
CBNMS  boundaries  be  extended  into  deeper  waters  to  protect  marine  resources;  and 

WHEREAS,  Changes  in  some  of  the  Sanctuaries'  boundaries  are  also  needed  to 
facilitate  boundary  identification  for  mariners,  fishers  and  law  enforcement  personnel  and  to 
promote  research  in  escarpment  areas;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  GFNMS  currently  comprises  933  square  nautical  miles  and  the 
boundary  adjustment  would  add  another  861  square  nautical  miles  and  CBNMS  comprises 
399  square  nautical  miles  and  would  add  233  square  nautical  miles,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  supports  H.R.  1712  and  S
